While general trade continues to mend slow- 
ly, in some of the markets represented by this 
paper, the tendency of prices is still downward 
owing to the appearance on the market of the 
vew crops. The dema.d for goods is perhaps 
not quite so good as at onr last, owing to the 
fact that dealers were then replenisuing stocks 
in anticipation of a good demand from consum- 
ers. It is thought that this will come in due 
season. Meantime, these latter continue to oper- 
ate very conservatively, buying only to supply 
immediate wants. The money market rules 
at 1@14 per cent on call, with the supply still 
very large. Thereisa decided improvement, 
however, the increasing proportions of trade 
and the demand from the West and South 
steadily absorbing the reserves at the interior 
centers, and to a certain extent drawing on the 
large reserves in this market, as is indicated by 


the rates of domestic exchange. Commercial 
paper is offering liberally and_ there 
is a good demand at steady rates. 


We quote 60 to 9 days indorsed bills 
receivable at 3@3}4; four months’ accept- 
ances at 4@444, and good single names, 
four to six months to run, 444@6. The follow- 
ing are the rates of exchange on New York:

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FLAXSEED @UING ABROAD. 


Not a little curiosity has been ex- 
cited by the recent shipments of flax- 
seed to Antwerp, mention of which has 
already been made in these columns. 
These are the first exports since 1882 
in which year 134,960 bushels were ship- 
ped to England. Inquiry devel- 
ops the fact that the aggregate export 
movement thus far this season amounts 
to 50,000 bushels, part of which has yet 
to arrive at this port from the West. 
There is very little importance at- 
tached to the new outlet, and the sen- 
timent here is rather of a doubting na- 
ture as to the legitimate character of 
the foreign movement. It is looked 
upon as a speculative venture to sup- 
port the Chicago market by giving out 
the idea that considerable seed will be 
wanted to make up for an alleged 
shortage in the Russian crop, from 
which Antwerp is generally supplied, 
but another explanation may be found 
in the fact that advantage was 
taken of the seed and freight 
markets before the advance. The 
size of the shipments so far is not 
of sufficient importance to cause a 
flurry in the seed market, but addi- 
tional exports may place anew phase 
on the situation. It is not expected, 


however, that the amount will be ma- 
terially increased, as the present price 
of seed is too high for any profit in the 
export business. 

The recent activity in the Chicago 
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market was influenced largely by the 
exceedingly low freights to Eastern 
points, and also by a short interest in 
September delivery. There wasarush 
to cover and the sensitive market re- 
sponded to the activity. Seed has 
been going out of Chicago as fast as it 
could be gotten in readiness and regu- 
lar dealers were taxed to the fullest 
extent in meeting orders. Certain 
dealers are said to be buyers of nine- 
tenths of the entire seed crop, and by 
cleaning and mixing to a uniform 
grade, supply the consumptive demand 
of the country.

THE ADVANCING TENDENCY IN 
VARNISH GUMS. 

The market for varnish gums is ex- 
periencing an important change for 
the better. A gradual movement to 
higher prices for manilla gum has 
been progressing for some weeks and 
importers are looking for a material 
advance, if fresh supplies are not soon 
forthcoming, Advices from the source 
of supply report an unusual scarcity 
of manilla and very strong markets, 
owing to short production. The na- 
tives have been neglecting the gum 
industry for other work and the stock 
has been allowed to run down until 
there is little or nething obtainable 
except at extreme prices. Importers 
here are bare of stock and one of them 
had to buy from second hands recent- 
ly at advanced prices to fill a regular 
order. There is no boom or expecta- 
tionofany. The upward movement 
has been steady and is to be character- 
izedasa natural stiffening of values 
after a long season of low prices when 
consumers did not appreciate the ad- 
vantage they held over holders in get- 
ting goods below cost. Any material 
improvement in manilla, would result 
in hardening the prices for lower 
grades of kauri gum, but up to present 
writing no change has taken place in 
the latter. They are firmly held and 
the market is sensitive. The stock of 
kauri is ample both here and abroad, 
while the demand is active. The sub- 
stitution of kauri may prevent a fur- 
ther advance in manilla gum, and 
values would then be guided by the 
supply of and demand for kauri gum. 
An era of better prices for all grades is 
confidently expected, as gums are not 
felling at their real value. They have 
favored consumers so long that it is 
about time the importers and dealers 
were having a share of the profits.

A REVIEW OF THE GLUE TRADE. 

The glue industry shows a steady 
development during the past five 
years, especially in the improvement 
of glues made from bone liquor and 
pig stock. This is due to better chem- 
ical treatment and the increased care 
in manipulating a stock which at first 
promised to be hopeless. Much of this 
product is made by the manufacturers 
of bone black and fertilizers, and as 
glue is a subsidiary product, they are 
enabled to figure the price below what 
it would cost as a single article of man- 
ufacture. Five large concerns have 
engaged in the tusiness, and as a re- 
sult of competition, they are gradually 
improving their goods and placing 
their product upon the market at 
lower figures than ever known before. 
In several instances they have worked 
upon more expensive stock and there 
is reason to believe that American in- 
genuity will result in placing our 
American product upon a level of ex- 
cellence with the French. No doubt, 
within a few years the domestic pro- 
duct will not only supply our own 
consumption but be largely exported. 
American manufacturers turn out 
more glue stock in proportion to the 
population than any country except 
South America, and machinery prom- 
ises to compete with the cheaper hand 
labor of Europe. 

There is no special change in the 
methods of manufacture of hide stock 























glues. The diminished output of the 
tanneries has restricted the supply of 
hide stock and its price consequently 
has pressed hard upon the glue makers 
who could derive no proportionate ad- 
vance in the prices of glue. On the 
whole, however, the industry is pros- 
perous, those making the higher 
grades and whose. product is 
of undoubted excellence, having 
realized fair returns. There has 
been a marked improvement lately in 
the methods of drying. Formerly, 
with the exception of a single promi- 
nent factory the manufacturers de- 
pended entirely upon the winds to 
cure their glue, but they are now em- 
ploying blowers driven by steam power 
which prevents the weather from inter- 
fering with the business. The employ- 
ment of hot air in their process is 
greatly reducing the proportion of 
foreign glue which has always been a 
prominent feature of the American 
maaufacture. 

It is the opinion of many persons in 
the trade that the drift of glue facto- 
ries will be in the direction of the great 
slaughter houses in the West, though 
Western makers thus far have devoted 
more attention to foot than hide 
stock glues. It is stated that as many 
cattle are slaughtered by a single con- 
cern in Chicago as in all New York and 
the contiguous cities. The advantage 
of using this stock fresh and free from 
the delay and cost of railroad trans- 
portation, is manifest. 

The future course of values cannot 
be outlined with any accuracy, when 
so many considerations obtain. For 
the present there is an abundant sup- 
ply except of the low grade hide stock 
glues, and a brisk demand would soon 
again lead to higher figures and large 
importations of foreign glue which 
have much todo in steadying prices 
here. It is hoped that the present 
unreasonable prices of raw materials 
cannot be maintained. The only pros- 
pect of larger profits comes from the 
improved methods and enterprise of 
the average manufacturer of glue.

HIGHER PRICES FOR MINERAL 
LUBRICANTS. 


The advance in mineral oils reported 
in this paper some weeks since, 
has not only been well maintained, but 
it has laid the foundation for a perma- 
nent improvement. The indications 
still favor higher prices for good lubri- 
eants and sharp competition cannot 
prevent it. When manufacturers have 
to pay a large premium for their crude 
stocks, buyers may expect to paya 
proportionate advance. The changed 
situation is rather in favor of consum-~ 
ers as they are obtaining a better 
quality of oil at the advance. Bradford 
crude is not sought after by refiners, 
although itis cheaper and more abun- 
dant than the product of Butler, War- 
ren, Forest, Clarion and Armstrong 
Counties. The white sand oil from 
Warren and Butler county wells has 
the preference it seems. The 
discrimination in the price for crude 
petroleum led to the erroneous impres- 
sion in the minds of a few that it was 
owing to competition between the 
Standard and an alleged pipe line in 
the oil regions, but the intelligent 
representatives of the oil trade are 
fully cognizant of the actual cause. 
There has been an active demand for 
premium oil from manufacturers, most 
of whom are still eudeavoring to cover 
future wants in anticipation of a fur- 
ther change iu favor of holders, and as 
the production of the light sand flelds 
is decreasing, there is very little prob- 
ability of lower prices ruling. The 
competition is between the manufac- 
turers, and it demonstrates that they 
are endeavoring to improve the qual- 
ity of their products. 

The stronger feeling in the market 
for lubricants is principally noticeable 
in neutral oils and cylinder stocks. An 
important change has occurred in the 











terest to every business house, we give 
it below in full :— 

“There is no doubt that if these pillsare 
necessities of life, as wheat or coal or other ar- 
ticles which plainly are required by the necessi- 
ties or great convenience of the public, a con- 
tract for the purpose of enhancing their price 
would be illegal, and the courts would refuse 
to enforce it. So far as wheat and coal and the 
articles of that nature are concerned, the en- 
tire propriety of the rules is self evident. So- 
ciety may protect itself against combinations, 
contracts, or acts which tend to place artificial 
and extravagant;values upon articles which are 
essential to the sustenance of life, and it may 
do this either by punishment of persons or by 
refusal to allow damages for the breach of con- 
tracts tainted with this infirmity, buta patent 
pill cannot be placed upon the same footing 
with wheat, coal and other articles which are 
as essential to life as air. The courts will 
recognize the fact that there can be 
no mystery as to the constituents of 
such pilis, and that the varieties of them de- 
voted to the cure of the same diseases are with- 
out number. That they are at all necessaries 
o¢ life, or inapny sense indispensable to the 
human race would be a violent presumption, 
not to be entertained judicially, and only to be 
established by evidence which every sensible 
man knows has no existence. In this view the 
agreement to maintain the schedule price and 
not to resort to a lower one cannot be consid- 
ered as injurious to public health. The con- 
tract undoubtedly is in restraint of trade so 
far as it goes. It prevents the defendant from 
seliing under the price agreed upon; but care 
must be taken that the rule which prohibits 
agreements of this nature shall not itself be 
come the source of meddlesome restriction 
and interference in innocent and beneficial 
transactions. Ihave no doubt that the con- 
sideration, mutual promises. is a valuable one. 
Entertaining these views I must defeat the 
demurrer.” 

According to this ruling, an agree- 
ment tu maintain the schedule price 
on any article not essential to life is 
valid, but if the design is to artificially 
enhance the price of a necessary com- 
modity by keeping the product of 
others out of the market, then it 
becomes a restraint of trade and is 
illegal. Broken promises have caused 
a mountain of trouble in the different 
trades represented by this paper and 
to this cause alone is to be attributed 
the failure of pools and combinations. 
The Detroit decision legalizes the re- 
bate system on proprietary medicines 
orany other article in the drug line 
and makes it obligatory on every one 
interested to faithfully execute the 
contract or suffer the consequences of 
a suit for damages. This is the popu- 
lar idea of common honesty, and had 
the Campion plan started on this 
basis in New York State instead of 
Pennsylvania whee the courts are not 
so liberal in their interpretation of the 
laws affecting combinations, it would 
probably be in successful operation 
now. It required one or two law suits 
te test the broken agreements and to 
prevent a sacrifice of proprietary goods, 
but the combination was not in a 
position to enter the courts. 


former and dealers are paying the 
higher prices more readily. There isa 
wide margin of values including some 
new grades which have been placed on 
the market to satisfy a long felt want. 
The movement is still in small lots, but 
the orders are coming in with more 
frequency. Cylinder stocks are held 
firmly, but not on a settled basis of 
values. Stock from Franklin oil will 
soon be placed on the market from a 
pew source of supply. As there are 
lubricants from various crude oils, 
prices rauge according to views of 
manufacturers and quantity wanted 
Paraffine oils are in good position for a 
further stiffening of prices, while cold 
test black oils are still nominal in 
value and until the usual fall de- 
mand and supply are regulated ther e 
will be no established schedule. It is 
about time that the market for mineral 
oils was experiencing an improvement, 
The declining tendency has been 
severely felt by manufacturers and 
even at an advanced price for the bet- 
ter grades they are not realizing any 
more profit, as the difference in price 
only covers the extra cost for the crude 
product. 


THE INCREASED CONSUMPTION 
OF ARSENIC. 

The fact published iu this paper 
some weeks ago that the use of arsenic 
in various forms is making very rapid 
progress in agriculture, especially in 
California where every species of in- 
sect or worm which injures roots, 
grain and fruit, is destroyed by the 
use of arsenous oxide, has awakened 
considerable interest abroad where the 
consumption of arsenic is restricted by 
law. The Chemical Review of London 
takes up the subject and asks ifthe 
article is not to be applied to wall 
Papers, textile goods, toys, ete., can it 
be more legitimately scattered broad- 
east over the fields and gardens? In 
answer to the argument that plants 
will not absorb arsenical solutions, 
our contemporary wants to know 
that if the plants become grad- 
ually accustomed to small doses 
of these compounds, may they not 
ultimately succeed in assimilating the 
poison? Even admitting that they 
never do, there is still great danger, in 
the opinion of the English editor, from 
spreading arsenite of copper on ground 
adjacent to pasture fields and mead- 
ows where grazing cattle are likely to 
be poisoned, or near fields of straw- 
berries, cabbage, lettuce, &c., from 
which the poison is easily conveyed 
directly into the human system. The 
argument is a sensible one, but it will 
hardly interfere with the enlarged 
consumption of arsenic in horticultur- 
al and agricultural operations, where 
it bas been in continual use for years 
without serious results to human 
beings or cattle. The value of crops 
has been enormously increased by 
arsenic in some shape and its applica- 
tion in a locust district is a certain 
remedy for the plague. England needs 
to adopt just such energetic measures.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION ON 
TRADE AGREEUENTS. 

A decision rendered in the Superior 
Court of Detroit, Michigan, last week 
on trade agreements, will doubtless 
place more importance on this feature 
of business which had become to be 
recognized as a trivial obligation to be 
violated at the option of either party 
interested. The decision referred to 
was based on a suit for breach of 
contract. A manufacturer of pills 
agreed tosupply a drug firm with his 
product on condition that the pills 
should not be sold under a certain 
fixed price. The goods were furnished 
with this understanding but the buyer 
is alleged to have violated the agree- 
ment. The defense argued that such 
acontract was calculated to create a 
corner and was therefore illegal. As the

INVESTIGATING THE METHODS OF 
APPRAISING GOODS. 

Three agents of the Government are 
now in the city to investigate the 
whole customs service and to ascertain 
what truth is in the statement that the 
present system of importing goods is 
honey-combed with rottenness. As 
they arein the secret service no out- 
side information is obtainable regard- 
ing their movements, but it is to be 
hoped that the investigators will do 
something more than draw their ten 
dollars per day each. They should not 
neglect the interests of honest import- 
ers in their inquiry and while laying 
bare the alleged crookedness, make 
some recommendation to their superior 
officers, whereby the receivers of for- 
eign goods may be relieved of the red 
tape burdens so often complained of.

The manner of invoicing goods will 
receive attention from the commission. 
They claim to have discovered system- 
atic undervaluation in the present 
system and will probably recommend 
Congress to substitute a specific tariff 
for the existing ad valorem rate which 
is subject to the interpretation of 
special agents.

The evidence for the defenee given by Mr. 
George Yaxley, representing Messrs. William 
Harland & Sons’ brands of English varnishes, 
is now closed, and the decision of the General 
and Merchant Appraisers is expected to be 
made known to-day, and will be reported in 
our next issue. 


Mr. J. E. Borne.of the firm of Borne,8crymser 
& Co., oil refiners of this city, departed on the 
Etruria !ast Saturday for his annual European 
tour, occupping three months. He called at 
the office of the REPORTER to say farewell. He 
hasthe best wishes of the trade for a pleasant 
and safe voyage. 


A fire broke out at Silverton, Marion county, 
Oregon,last week,destroying R. A. Ross's drug 
store. Mr. Ross stumbled and fell while carry- 
ing alighted lamp which was thrown from his 
hand by the force of the fall and exploded, thus 
starting the fire. Mr. Ross’s face and hands 
were badly burned. 


A man named Parsons, from Philadelphia, 
claims that the use of natural gas will remove 
an immense pressure from the interior of the 
earth, and that after awhile the surface of the 
country in this region will be changed. He is 
here for the purpose of experimenting with a 
barometer he has. 


The commissioner of customs at Ottawa de. 
clares that the wholesale trade of the Dominion 
has suffered severe loss through American ex- 
porters, who he says have by means of under- 
valuations been passing foreign goods through 
the Canadian custom houses and underselling 
the wholesale dealers there. 


At various trade centers west and south- 
west, where the activity reported has not been 
proportionate to that recorded at eastern 
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inquiry and a heavier week’s business, but at 
various cities in the east the movement of 
goods to the interior is smaller. 


Messrs. Henry Warner and E. W. Archer of

In the manufacture of gunpoweer Norden- 
felt proposes to dissolve the sulphur in carbon- 
disulphide, to incorporate it with cellulose re- 
duced to an impalpable powder, employing 
that instead of charcoal, and, finally, to add the 
saltpeter as a saturated solution. During the 
process of desiccation the mass has to be fre 
quently stirred to prevent the formation of 
crystals. 


Six Pittsburg glass blowers left on Monday 
for Minerva,O. They have been hired by the 
new green glass company of that place. Two 
more Pittsburg men have also signed with the 
Minerva firm and will leave later in the week. 
The new glass house at that place will be com. 
pleted by October1. It will employ twenty- 
four blowers and three times that number of 
men and boys in other capacities. The works 
will be run by gas, which will be manufactured 
on the premises. 


Mr. Alfred Whitaker ot the Brooks Oil Co., 
Cleveland, has been nominated ‘Treasurer of 
Cuyago Co., Ohio, on the Democratic ticket. 
The office comes to him unsolicited. He is not 
an aspirant for political honors, and refused 
not long since the office of State Senator. If 
he accepts the responsible duties of County 
treasurer, his headquarters would still be in 
Cleveland. Mr. Whittaker is worthy of the 
honor and is certainly the right man in the 
right place. 


Alfred A. Page, who was known as Dr. Page, 
and who was supposed to be a native of Vir- 
ginia and to have been graduated in that State, 
died last week at the Hotel St. George in this 
city, under circumstances that point to suicide 
by morphine or an overdose of the drug. Page 
was about 30 years old, and he had practiced 
medicine at No, 22 Liberty street, and for seve- 
ral years had been traveling agent for W. R. 
Warner & Co., chemists of Philadelphia. Last 
August he was discharged because of his jn- 
temperate habits. 


The imposition of duty on the straw cover- 
ings of glassware, under the law abolishing du- 
ties on coverings, has given the customr offi- 
cials some trouble, as shown by their variable 
course in the matter; but it seems to be now 
pretty well settled in their practice that all such 
coverings must pay duty. Someof theimport- 
ers have yielded the pointso far as to pay under 
protest, thus reserving to themselves a chance 
to recover back their money in case the e«ac- 
tion shall be hereafter held to be illegal, but 
without any intention of contesting the point 
on their own behalf. 


Anthony Comstock has obtained warrants 
for the arrest of fifty druggists and drug clerks 
on the charge of selling an article prohibited 
by the Penal Code. The warrants were placed 
in the bands of the police for execution The 
move is said to be the result of dissensions 
among the druggists of the city, who are divid- 
ed into two hostile parties, one of which ap- 
plied to the Society for the Prevention of Vice 
for the warrants in order to crush their oppo- 
nents. One Bieecker street drugaist was ar- 
rested but was released on bail. 


Representative Gordon of Georgia, has in- 
troduced a bill which passed the House a few 
days ago, to encourage search for phosphate 
rock and phosphatic deposits. It secures to 
any discoverer on public land, or in the navi- 
gable streams of the State, of phosphate rock 
or phosphatic deposits, the exclusive right to 
remove the same for a period of ten years. 
The area to which the exclusive right will ap- 
ply will extend five miles ‘n all directions from 
the spot where the discovery was made. The 
bill will, doubtless, stimulate search for phos- 
phatic deposits. 


An Albany chemist, Gustavus Michaelis, 
claims to have discovered a method of produc- 
ing chloroform at greatly reduced cost and, at 
the same time, of better quality. Alcohol as a 
base ie not used, and thus the cost of chloro- 
form is k #3ened one-fourth. Wood is decom- 
posed at high temperatures, and from the re- 
sidual crude acetates which arise from the 
proper chemical treatment of the products of 
the decomposed wood, other products are sc- 
cured from which the chloroform is obtained. 
A residual matter is also obtained which yields 


acetic acid, or purified acetates. Part of the 
Aniline Works have been secured, and a plant 
is in position which will enable the company to 
put out 500,000 pounds of chloroform per year, 
with unlimited possibilities of growth. 


OBITUARY. 








B. W. BULL. 


The death of Mr. B. W. Bull,of Hartford, 
Conn., will bea surprising announcement to 
the drug trade of this and other cities, where 
he was so extensively and prominently known 
for many years. He died at his home in Hart- 
ford Saturday evening of Bright’s disease, aged 
sixty-one years, leaving two daughters and one 
son, the latter being connected with the firm 
of Codman & Hall, Boston, Mass. The deceased 
g: ntleman was the eldest son of the late E. W. 
Bull, of Hartford, whose family was one of the 
oldest and most prominent in Connecticut. 
The particulars of his life as related below were 
given by himself in an interview in the editorial 
sanctum of the REPORTER last January, when 
he was on a business trip to New York, 
When 14 years of age Mr. Bull entered his 
father’s pharmacy at Hartford.and after being 
trained in the work of the retail drug business 
for six years he went to Germany to finish his 
education. For three years he was a student of 
chemistry under Leibig in Giessen and Rose in 
Berlin. Returning to Americain 1851, he had 
several offers to go into business, one of which 
was from Messrs Haskell & Merrick, wholesale 
druggists of New York. They desired to add 
the importing feature to their business and by 
their solicitation Mr. Bull became a member of 
the firm. As a representative of the house of 
Haskell, Merrick & Bull, he went to Trieste in 
1853, and while there had his attention 
directed to “Insecktin Pulver.” It resem- 
bled very closely Lyon’s Magnetic Powder 
which had a reputation iu the United States as 
a Persian product possessing ‘‘wonderful mag- 
netic powers” in relieving various ills. Mr. 
Bull found that the “Insecktin pulver’”’ was 
made from Dalmatian insect flowers and 
bought a lot on trial for the New York market 
as an insect exterminator. This was the first 
importation of insect powder as a commercial 
article. In 1876 the house brought over its first 
consignment of flowers and inaugurated here 
the grinding of insect flowers into powder, 
which Mr. Bull continued and was still following 
at the time of death. Mr. Haskell withdrew and 
the firm became Merrick & Bull, Subsequently 
it changed to B. W. Bull & Co., and a few years 
later, Mr. Bull remoyed to Hartford, his old 
home. He had been in business since 1838.

A Cantharides Slister for a Bella- 


donna Plaster. 
New YORK, Sept. 26, 1885. 
Editor O1L, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Since the **Modest Druggist’’ is entitled toa 
response to his communication in the RE- 
PORTER of September 23. and believing it to be 
our duty to afford mutual protection in every 
manner calculated to enhance the reputation 
of pharmacists by introducing safeguards, let 
our “Modest Druggist’” kindly consider these 
observations and facts. 

We introduced the blister plaster in rubber 
combination and did not at first mark the bacx, 
the distinctive odor of cantharides being very 
prominent and their natural resplendency so 
marked in the light, that we did not 
deem it necessary to print the officinal 
abbreviation on the cloth, but on the receipt 
of the first complaint,which was a precisely sim 
ilar uofortunateerror, as made by the **Modeat 
Druggist” in delivering blister for belladonna, 
we prepared druggists against a repetition 
thereafter by printing the name on the cloth. 
The “Modest Druggist " must admit that if he 
dispensed our vesicant that he has no defence, 
as such a mistake should not occur while he 
was awake, for the plaster is plainly printed on 
the back and bas been for many years. Here- 
after an additional safeguard will be introduced 
in our article, when it will be impossible to 
make the same mistake unless a man is color- 
blind. Anelectric bell attachment might go 
with each box, but if sucha systems were intro- 
duced the price demanded for each yard might 
possibly meet with opposition. 

Several years ago we undertook to print the 
name ot every officinal preparation on the 
cloth, but our precaution was met by great 
and an emphatic objection from medical prac 
titioners, and we were obliged to abandon it, 
except on emplastrum cantharidis, which we 
insisted on marking. The chief objection the 
physician made, was that it furnished the 
patient with knowledge to which he was not 
entitled, and that such practice was unjust to 
the profession and to their business interests, 
an argument, the force of which, when profes- 
sionally considered, cannot be quietly set aside, 
or underestimated. 

When pharmacists are obliged to dispense 
dangerous articles or preparations,they should 
purchase such articles only as \re properly sur- 
rounded by ordinary safeguards, for we must 
alladmit that it is not pleasant to submit to 
yesication when a sedative action is desirable 
or necessary for our comfort. If pharmacists 
do not take such precautions as suggest them- 
selves, then they assume the risk and are blam- 
abJe and responsible for their own imprudence, 
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but when marked goods are sold and an error 
is made, the nurse or attendant in such case 
should be censured for applying a preparation 
that clearly carries the mistake in the descrip- 
tion printed on the back. 

We should be very happy to print the name of 
every article on the yard rolls, not alone for 
the druggist’s better protection, but also to ob- 
viate the substitution of the inferior goods of 
other makers instead of our preparations. The 
“Modest Druggist” will always find that his 
suggestions are received, and, if practical, 
acted upon, by at least one manufacturer who 
can be told many things, and listens respect- 
fully, and who subscribes himself

The Drug Business and Traveling 
Salesmen. 
£7. Lous, Sept. 26. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

I have noticed a number of communications 
in the late issues of your valuable journal, re!- 
ative to the practice of selling gocds through 
traveling salesmen and it would seem that the 
general impression which these correspondents 
are seeking to convey, is: First, that business 
is not satisfactory, and second, that the travel- 
ing salesmen are responsible for the unfavora- 
ble condition of trade. As to the first of these 
propositions it may be said that there never 
was atime when business was satisfactory. I 
am nota ‘‘veteranin the drug business,” but 
have been identified with it for a number of 
years and having seen enough of the world to 
claim some experience, I am convinced that 
business has always been uneatistactory, when 
speaking in the present teuse. But when we 
refer to the years gone by, we can see little else 
but prosperity and contentment. Now, I bave 
good grounds to believe, that for many years 
past, the wholesale drug business has been 
reasonably satisfactory. WhenI say reasona- 
bly satisfactory, it does not mean that any per- 
son can realize a million or more of dollars in 
a few years. Such expectations would be ex- 
travagant. In confirmation of what I have 
asserted, look at the numerous whole- 
sale drug houses in the western cities 
who commenced ten to twenty-five 
years ago with moderate means and by steady 
accumulations, many to-day are coupting their 
assets by the hundreds of thousands! Can we 
desire a better showing than this to be called 
reasonably prosperous. Commencing with 
1870, who has not hada fairly good return for 
his labor and his investments nearly every 
year. 

Referring to the system of selling through 
commercial travelers, I admit that it is very 
expensive and greatly overdone, but observa- 
tion will show that those who are the most 
noisy and clamorous on the subject, often em- 
ploy alarge number and with the apparent 
object of discouraging others from selling in 
this manner, hoping thereby to increase their 
own sales. 1 agree with the views of the writer 
who signs himseif ‘‘Veteran,”’ that it rests en- 
tirely with the employers of traveling sales 
men to correct many of the evils of the system 
at least so far as prices are concerned. Ifa 
firm does not control its own men in the matter 
of prices at which they must sell goods, but on 
the contrary gives them carte blanche, it is not 
surprising that it should lead to demoraliza- 
tion, I further agree with “Veteran” that the 
practice of sending out printed quotations is 
doing a vast deal more harm, We have seen 
that, again and again. 

The moment a firm sends out such quota- 
tions—be they catalogues, monthlies, weeklies, 
or slips—it is conclusive evidence that their 
originators were at the time of publication, at 
least. selling at the prices stated. When the 
custom was inaugurated of selling quinine. 
cinchonidia and morphine at the present nomi- 
nal advance over manutacturers’ prices, it was 
done through printed quotations. When the 
price of alcohol was cut down to its present 
ruling value, printed quotations caused it, and 
hundreds of otber cases could be cited to sub- 
stantiate this statement. 

As to sending a delegation to the meeting of 
the Travelers’ Association, it seems to me that 
such a course would be very improper, because 
we have nothing to do with them as an Agso- 
ciation. Each firm must treat its travelers as 
individuals, and as to requesting the Travelers’ 
Association to pass resolutions on the subject 
of profits on sales which they make for their 
employers, appears to me to be worse than use- 
less. That matter lies entirely in the bands of 
the principals and not in the bands of the agents. 
Selling goo¢s under the system of personal so- 
licitation ig not the only method subject to 
abuses. Before it became general, now and 
then it happened that clerks and even princi- 
pals would take the customers in hand and 
“show them the city,” the entertainment often 
leading to excesses and injury. 

A clerk may even sit at bis desk, and through 
correspondence, demoralize the trade, as to 
prices. 

Altbough the Wholesale Drug Association 
has done much good and will continue to do 
good, let us not expect too much—let us do the 
best we can. 

It is interesting as well as enlightening to fol- 
low the discussions of subjects of value to the 
trade, and by this means the views and thoughts 
of correspondents are made to serve a practi- 
cal and beneficial purpose. May these lines, 
penned in a hurry, be of similar effect.

White Lead Ground in Oil. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16, 1885. 
Editor Oru, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

In your issue of O1L, PAINT AND DruG RE- 
PORTER of August 19, page 9, we note as fol- 
lows: 

“White lead prepared in oil and put up in 
tubes for artists’ use is dutiable at 3 cents per 
pound under the special provisions for white 
lead when ground cr mixed in oil. See schedule 
A. T. L., new 56." 

On inquiry at custom house at this city we 
can find no such note or advice. Can you give 
us more definite explanation in reference 
thereto? T. J. Bass & Co. 

[The full copy of the decision is given below. 
EpD.] 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, Aug. 4, 1885. 

Sr1r:—The Department is in receipt of your 
letter of the 8th ultimo, transmitting the appeal 
(34342) of Messrs. G. A. & E. Meyer from your 
assessment of duty at the rate of 25 per cent. 
advalorem on certain so-called ‘white lead” 
imported, per “Gallia,” February and March 
13, 1884. 

The xppralser at you port reports that the 
article is white lead prepared in oil, and put up 
in tubes for artists’ use, and is similar in char- 
acter to that held in Synopsis, 5951, October 31, 
1883, to be dutiable under T. I., new, 87, at 25 
per cent. ad valorem. 

By reference to that decision, it will be found 
that white lead does not constitute one of the 
colors embraced therein. 

White lead when ground or mixed in oil, is 
specificaily provided for in T. I., New, 56,at the 
rate of 3 cents per pound, and by Department’s 
decision of June 15, 1875, (Synopsis, 2299,) it was 
held that a similar provision in the old tariff 
(T. L., old, 439) excluded white lead from the 
classification of painters’s colors, and that it 
remained subject to the specific duty provided 
therefor, no matter in what form imported. 

You are therefore authorized to reliquidate 
the entries on the basis indicated, and to take 
the necessary steps for refunding the excess of 
duty exacted.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


Collectors of Customs are directed, when 
placing stamps on imported packages of opium 
to brush them with diluted sulphuric acid so as 
to prevent them being re-used for either in- 
creasing the value of opium of American man- 
ufacture or protecting smuggled opium. [Let- 
ter to Collector uf Customs at Port Townsend, 
W: T.) 


‘Japanese Metallico,” so-called, is not enti- 
tled to free entry as gold size, but being a var- 
nish which is used in connection with bronze 
powder, is dutiable at the rate of 40 per cent. 
ad valorem under the provisions in schedule A, 
T. I., new, 119, for “varnishes of all kinds.” 
[Letter to Collector of Customs at New York.] 


The decision of the Court in the case of Pascal 
v. Roach heldthat natural mineral water was 
entitled to entry free of duty, notwithstanding 
the fact that the importers failed to present a 
certificate from the owner and manager of the 
spring, as required by Department’s previous 
ruling (3. 3,963). The Department, by the ad- 
vice of the United States Attorney-General, 
acquises in the decision, and, consequently, re- 
verses old ruling 3,963. [Letter to Collector of 
Customs at San Francisco, Cal.] 


Bay rum, being unquestionably distilled 
spirits within the meaning of the law, comes 
within the perview of section 11 of the act ot 
March 1, 1879, and the regulations prescribed 
thereunder (S. 3,939), and the packages contain- 
ing the same should be stamped accordingly. 
[Letter to Collector of Customs at New York.] 





Charges, as such, are no longer elements of 
dutiable value under the existing tariff acts, 
but the fact remains that their specifications in 
invoices of imported merchandise is atill re- 
quired by section 2,854, Revised Statutes, which 
section was not repealed by the act of March 3, 
1883, and therefore it is held that invoices should 
contain specification of charges in the same 
manner as before. [Letter to Secretary of 
State.) 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Oil City operators are rushing in the direction 
of Red Valley. 

Hawley A. Sherman, a well-known oil opera- 
tor of Warren, Pa., district, died suddenly of 
heart disease at Erie last week. 

A cablegram from Berlin says that the Bund- 
esrath bas agreed to exempt returned empty 
petroleum barrels from payment of duty. 

Capt. J. T. Jones, of the Bradford Oil Com- 
pany, has, it is said, ordered ar advance in 
the wages of men on the wells of that com- 
pany. 

The well drilled by the West Virginia Co, 
fifteen miles southwest of Macksburg, got fif- 
teen feet of sand at a depth of 1,700 feet. It isa 
terrific gas well. 

A large flow of gas has been struck on the 
Joseph Carlisle farm, near Hickory, Pa., and 
about two miles from the McGugan gas well, at 
a depth of 2,212 feet. 

Titusville bas been rapped over the knuckles 
by the neighboring press for stealing Oi) City’s 
thunder in reporting important transactions 
which did not belong to her. 

A rumor is current that coal certificates, rep- 
resenting coal on storage, are to be listed at the 
New York Petroleum Exchange. 

The runs and shipments thus far during the 
month indicate a reduction of the stocks in 
September of about 450,000 barrels. 

The British bark Zebina Goudey, which sailed 
from Philadelphia on August 15 for Rotterdam 
with refined petroleum, arrived Septemeer 9, 
making the trip in twenty-five days. 








The monthly oil report, advance figures from 
which will probably be known to-day, is re- 
ported to be of a bearish nature and has pro- 
bably been discounted that way on the mar- 
ket. 

Drilling began Friday morning at the Niagara 
Oil Company’s well, on the Montgomery farm, 
near Washington, Pa. The well is situated on 
a direct line between the Gordon and the Gantz 
wells. 

The bark Cashmere, from Philadelphia April 
28 for Hiogo with a cargo of oil, is reported to 
have been totally wrecked prior to September 
20 on Tanega-Sima Island, off the coast of 
Japan. 

The people of Franklin use careful means to 
protect themselves from nitro-glyccrine explo- 
sions witbin their city limits. They have caught 
a Roberts man with the article and have him in 
prison. 

Producing property in the Clarendon and 
Tiona field completely drilled, is selling for $750 
to $800 a barrel, while some that has undrilled 
territory on has changed hands at $1,000 a bar- 
rel.— Derrick. 

The salary of the manager of the clearing 
house connected with the Oil City Petroleum 
Exchange has been reduced from $2,100 to $2,000 
per year, because an applicant offered to per- 
form the duties for $1,800. 

The Derrick says that a petition is in circula- 
tion “for the summary execution of the most 
worthy president of the Oil City Petroleum 
Exchange.” Lynch law must be a favored cus- 
tom in that part of the oil regions. 


A well drilled for gas at Lima, Ohio,reported 
some time ago, 1s to-day rumored to be good 











for 100 barrels. That it has a showing of oil 
seems to be undisputed. Its producing calibre, 
however, can hardly be so easily determined. 


On the Ist of October Messrs. James W. Drape 
& Co. of Pittsburg, will gell the lands of Hon. 
Henry D. Foster, deceased, at Harmersville, 
Pa., which are supposed to be good for oil or 
gas production. There are about 300 acres in 
the tract. 

The Norwegian bark Lindesnaes, the only 
vessel carrying oil in bulk from Philadelphia, 
sailed from Havre on June 14 for Tonsburg, to 
be overhauled and reclassed, after which she 
will sail again for this port to load the crude 
product on French account. 

A portion of the machinery for pumping the 
Gordon well at Washington, Pa., bas arrived 
and it is expected that within afew days pump- 
ing will be commenced, It continues to flow 
from $v to 100 barrels per day. Four tank cars, 
aggregating 81 barrels each, were shipped one 
day last week, 

On the Columbia farm, near Petroleum Cen- 
tre, the Columbia Oil Company completed 
three welis in the last three months, allof which 
are good producers. The production of these 
three wells is 25, 30 and 20 barrels respectively. 
On the Kirkbride farm, near by, Mr. Kirkbride 
has recently completed a 30-barrel well. 


The German ship Castine, which has been 
laid up at Lombard street wharf, Philadelphia, 
for some time past awaiting an advance in 
freights, was chartered last week to load crude 
petroleum for Havre at 2s 6d per barrel. The 
charter was effected at about the same rates 
that were offered when the vessel first laid up. 


The total pipe line runs from Cherry Grove, 
Cooper and Balitown since oil was first. run 
from Cherry Grove, in May, 1882, up to August 
31, 1¢85, inclusive, bas been 7,641,390 barrels, a 
total daily average of 6,268 barrels. The great- 
est average runs from the Cherry Grove dis- 
trict were in August, 1882, when they reached 
24,315 barrels. 


The Derrick remarks: ‘‘With the foreign 
markets taking an average of 47,000 barrels of 
crude oil per day from America, and the pro- 
duction, including Macksburg, about 57,000 
barrels a day, it looks as if America ought to 
use more gas and less oil, in order that the for- 
eigners may not be obliged to go to bed in the 
dark.” 


A number of Bradford citizens will make 
application to the Governor for the charter of 
a corporation to be known as the National 
Artesian Well Company. whose object shall be 
the furnishing of men and materiai for sinking 
wells for oil, water, gas, salt, etc., in any part 
of the world. Bradford will be the head- 
quarters. 

For the week ended last Saturday, the 
amount of trading at the Pittsburg Petroleum 
Exchange has been small, amounting to only 
9.3 0,000 barrels elearances for the week, against 
11,552,000 barrels in the preceding week, a de- 
cline of 2,252,000 barrels. The market has been 
steady. It has not been as low as 99c during 
the week and but once touched $1 01. 


The Stock and Petroleum Exchange of the 
American Bourse has opened temporary offices 
at No. 52 Broadway. The initiation fee has 
been fixed at $100, with annual dues of $20. The 
principal feature of the organization is the 
freedom from life insurance tax. Richard L. 
Ogden. one of the founders of the San Fran- 
cisco Stock Exchange, bas been elected presi- 
dent, and William Ward, who was active in 
starting the Mining Stock Exchange in this 
city, treasurer. 


D. G. Peabody has become sole owner of the 
property of the Land Improvement Coal and 
Oil Co. and Loback farm in Colorado. Two well- 
known wealthy New York oil operaters have 
for six weeks been investigating the oil fields 
in the vicivity of Florence and Coal Creek, and 
have decided to put $100,000 into developing the 
district. That is, they are backing Mr. Peabody, 
who bas purchased the interest of the other 
parties that have heretofore been interested 
with him, 


The Pew & Emerson well on the Gabby farm 
near Washington, Pa., showed up last week 
with a flow of oil, shooting high up into the 
derrick, and variously estimated at from forty 
to sixty barrels. The well is more than twen- 
ty-four hundred feet deep, and was full of oil, 
making drilling exceedingly slow work. In 
order to facilitate matters, a 60-foot bailer was 
lowered, with the intention of having it bail 
out the oll. When it had been pulled up and 
down the well two or three times, a sudden 
spouting of the fluid occurred, with the result 
stated. 


The greatest curiosity which has been devel- 
oped in Washington county, Pa., is the well 
drilled by the Niagara Oil Company on the 
Scott farm near Hickory. When ata depth of 
about 2000 feet a small strata of oil producing 
sand was encountered, anda good flow of gas 
obtained. Not long after this a strong flow of 
salt water was struck which stopped the drill- 
ing. The well is now a great curiosity. Every 
forty 1ainutes regulariy the salt water fills up 
the hole, so that the gas blows it out like a reg- 
ular geyser. Parties for miles around are 
flocking to see this new wonder. 

Another well is about to be located on the 
Israel Weirich farm at Washington, upon the 
lease of the Coast brothers. They are arrang- 
ing to sink a well at once. The derricks on 
the other tracts are rapidly nearing comple- 
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tion. The drill was started at work on the 
Montgomery. Tools are still at the bottom of 
the Gantz and Wilson. The Smith has again 
started up at 1,800 feet. The Gabby is about 
30 or 40 feet from the Gordon sand, and liable 
to come in in a day or two. The Gordon has 
showed up about 85 barrels, an improvement 
on the day previous of eight or ten barrels. 


A singular accident happened at Richmond, 
Ind,, the other day. One of the Standard Oil 
Company’s tanks, holding 400 barrels of oil, 
sprung a leak owing to an insufficient foun- 
dation, and the oil poured in a great stream 
into the gutters. A crowd of peuple with 
buckets, washtubs, pans, fruit jars and all 
sorts of utensils were seen dipping the fluid 
out of the gutters. One man secured five bar- 
rels of oil, several got as much as a barrel, 
and others obtained enough for light and 
kindling to last for months. The loss to the 
company is over $2,000. 


The following are the latest operations in oil 
lands at Washington, Pa.: Finley B. Hallam 
leased ten acres of the Clark farm, which ad- 
joins the Gordon property, giving $500 bonus, 
besides one-eighth royalty, The same gentle- 
man paid $700 bonus and one-eighth royalty 
for nineteen acres of the W. C. Brownlee farm, 
in Canton township. Messrs. Guffy & Co. 
leased the farm of Alexander Gaston in Mount 
Pleasant, containing 201 acres. It was agreed 
that two wells should be sunk within one year 
or a forfeit of $250 be paid. Gaston will get 
one-eighth of the oil, or, if gas only is found, 
he gets $500 each for the wells. 


The Consolidated Economy and Bridgewater 
Natural Gus Companies, capital $500,000, have 
now an income of $120,000 a year from cus- 
tomers. This is relatively within about 12% 
per cent of that of the Philadelphia Company, 
which has $1,400,000 on a capitalization of $5,- 
000,000. The Economy and Bridgewater Com- 
pany stock is owned by the following: A. W. 
Mellon, T. Mellon & Sons. Judge Henry Hice, 
Fisher Brothers, Henry C. Fry, J. J. Vander- 
grift, H. C. Frick, H. Phipps, Jr., Hartman 
Steel Company, Thomas M. Carnegie, Andrew 
Carnegie, Jesse H. Lippincott. 


It was a little over two years ago that the 
Macksburg field began to be talked about as 
an oil field. Already several wells had been 
drilled, and soon after the excitement began in 
earnest. In that time the daily production has 
been increased to nearly 3,000 barrels a day, 
which point was the heighbth of the output; the 
field has been defined and pretty generally 
drilled, and very little remains to be done ex- 
cept to complete the work laid out for this fall. 
Those wko invested in the field are making 
money, and it is only another instance of the 
value of small well pools as compared with 
gusher districts.— Derrick. 


There are about 400 weils in the vicinity of 
Baku, but only about half of them are at pres- 
ent being worked. The gross total of the 
petroleum extracted during the last three years 
is as follows : 800,000 tons in 1882, 1,000,000 tons 
in 1883, and 1,200,000 tons last year. Nearly the 
whole of this is converted into lamp oil at 
Baku itself, about a pound of good oil being 
obtained from three pounds of petroleum. 
There are 150 petroleum r.fineries at Tchorny 
Gorod, (the Black Town) near Baku. In the 
course of last year 200,000 tons of lamp oil, 190,- 
000 tons of second quality oil, and 500 tons of 
residium were exported, these figures showing 
aslight increase over thuse for 18383 and 1882. 
The exports were distributed in about even 
proportions over the principal countries of 
Western Europe.—London Times. 


Expert drillers an‘ tool dressers were never 
in better demand, says the Bradford Era. The 
inguirers for good and trained workmen are 
far in excess of the supply. Many drillers be- 
came disgusted during the days of surplus 
labor in oildom. They quit the country to fol- 
low other pursuits, never to return, Those 
who have remained have been put to work on 
oll and gas wells located all the way between 
the Gulf of Mexico and Nova S.otia They 
also Grill water wells and make experimental 
tests for capitalists on the strength of the tal- 
ent they cultivated to a high degree through 
the many years of their residence here, They 
are ableto command the highest wages from 
employers 1n all sections of the country. Some 
of them accumulated property and money. 
Others, and as usual the majority, prefer to 
live by the way as they journey through life. 
They get rid of their money like reckless lords. 


Mr. Henry Fisher has been interviewed by 
the Bradford Era about the Washington field 
and the theory that amber oil has never been 
foundin any great quantity. He said: ‘The 
theory is not any more likely to hold good than 
any of some dozens of pet theories which pre- 
ceded it and have been disproved. We all 
fancied that no production could be found in 
black sand, but the Bradford district spoiled 
that. The oil becomes lighter the farther 
south it isfound. Thorn Creek is light enough 
to be regarded as having some of the amber 
hue, and from all indications I look for this 
modification of the darker color the farther 
south the drill findsoil. There is no use in any 
man telling me that the Washington field will 
not turn outa good one. The Gordon threw 
out 300 barrels in forty-eight hours from 2,400 
feet deep. Thatisso much better than Brad- 
ford could do at its best, and is so much better 
than the amber “id that have been talked 
abeut so much, to leave no doubt in my 
mindof the value this new field, It will be 
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a big oae and a good one unless all indications | 


worth anything fail, and I don’t believe they 
will. It’s sivuply nonsense to say a field won't 
be worth much because the oil isamber. Hasn’t 
our experience for twenty five years been full 
of surprises, full of things happening that were 
contrary to what was expected though based 
on what had been ?” 


The sult of the Standard Oil Company against 
William C, Scofield and others, for an account- 
ing of profits accruing from a Cleveland oil re- 
finery in which the parties to the suit were 
equally interested, was before Justice Barret 
last week. Under the contract between the two 
parties each put in $10,000 capital, and Scofield 
guarantced profits of $45,000 a year, and agreed 
to distil not more than 85,000 barrels of petro- 
leum in that time. Scofield did not deny the 
Standard’s charge, that greater profita had been 
made than bad been accounted for, but de- 
murred to the complaint on the grounds that 
the Standard, as a corporation, could not be- 
come a partner, and that the contract for 
limitea production was a restraint of trade. Jus- 
tice Barrett overruled the demurrer, saying: 
So far as the first specification of their demur- 
rer is concerned, the defendants say, **We made 
an agreement with you and carried on business 
under it. We have taken more than our share 
of the profits and now you can have no redress 
because the contract between us was really one 
of copartnership, which you could not make.” 
Such a position shows the plainest disregard of 
good faith. As to the second ground of the 
demurrer, the contract was not necessarily such 
as the law forbids. The facts show that it was 
consistent with lawful intent, and in such cases 
as this the controlling question must be the 
purpose of the parties. 


A gentleman just in from the producing re- 
gions said to a reporter of the Pittsburg Com. 
Gaz,.: “The impression is that New Yorkers 
will get sick and let go after a while. Nearly 
all the small producers have been selling. The 
entire West is short. I tell you, those fellows 
are going to get hurt. A man who is short of 
this market had better climb in out of the wet 
while he has a chance.” Turning to the statis- 
tics he obsered that the average daily produc- 
tion thus far this year is but 55,650, whereas in 
1884 it was 67,684, in 1883 it was 63,336, in 1882 it 
was 82,303, in 1881 it was 74,954, in 1880 it was 
71,107 and in 1879 it was 54,027, so that the daily 
production is less than it bas been before in six 
years. There seems to have been no lack of 
energy in attempting to keep up the produc- 
tion and to find new flelds, as the number of 
drillivg wells this year thur far has ayeraged 
190 at the close of each month, as against 168 
at the close of each month last year. Inthe 
meantime the shipments have been increasing. 
In 1880 the total was 15,677,492 barrels; in 1881 it 
was 20,284,235; in 1882 it was 21,900,314; in 1883 it 
was 21,979,369; in 1884 it was 23,657. For the 
eight months of 1885 ended August 31 the 
shipments have exceeded those of the corre- 
sponding eight months of 1884 by 1,156,460 bar- 
rels. The shipments thus far this year amount 
to 15,551,184, leaving only about 2,000,000 per 
month to make up as much ag the shipments 
for last year. The sbipments thus far in Sep- 
tember have averaged 70,441 per day or at the 
rate of 2,113,230 barrels per month. With some 
increase in the consumption and an enormous 
decrease in production where is the deficiency 
coming from? With the production down to 
the plane of 1879, and consumption more than 
50 per cent, greater than it was that year, the 
stocks at the close of August, 1885, some 4,750,- 
000 barrels less than ot the close of August,1884, 
there can be no doubt that the situation is 
favorable to higher prices. 


MISCELLANEODS. 


Settling the Differences with the 
Glass Workers, 

Mr. Carlos C. Kelly, of Pittsburgh a mem- 
berof the Wage Committee of the Window Glass 
Manufacturers’ Association and Secretary of 
the Union Window Glass Company,in talking of 
the recent conference with the workmen’s com - 
mittee and their demand for the wages of last 
year, “says that on the lst of September, 1884, 
window giass sold at $240 per box. That was 
the market price. By the Ist of January it. had 
dropped to $180 per box and the market price 
has remained at these fizures ever since. At 
the rate of wages paid last fire the cost of a box 
of glass is from $2 to $2 10, and he maintained 
that nothing short of a reduction in the cust of 
production will enable the manufacturers to 
continue business profitably. The demand is 
for a 20 per-cent reductior, but an accession to 
10 per cent would in all probability settle the 
wage question foranother year. Nothing short 
of that is likely to prevent a strike, however. 
In Bellaire the Enterprise Works will be 
making glass this week, the workmen to be 
governed by the result of the question of 
wages. The Quaker City Works are also in 
operation, but the other fires in the vicinity 
are out and will remain idle until the question 
is finally determined. There is in stock in this 
immediate section not less than 80,000 boxes of 
window glass. Three years ago from 5,000 to 
8,000 boxes was considered a big stock, so that 
it can readily be seen the manufacturers are 
prepared to do business for a good while with- 
out producing any more, even if the market 
improves. The Union Company has held most 
of its stock for nearly a year and can better 
afford to hold it longer than to make glass at a 
oss; and this is true of other works.” 


American vs. Belgain Glass. 


Ifthe earnings of American glass workers 
paid by the piece vary from $4 to $10 per day, 
as stated by prominent glass manufacturers in 
the Press of last Wednesday, it is not surpris- 
ing to find tue American manufacturers unable 
to fire up for the fall trade. They declare that 
the price of window glass and other manufac- 
tures of glass has declined during the last few 
years 25 per cent, while wages have remained 
at substantially the same rates. 

The low price of European goods, due ina 
large measure to the reduced cost of labor in 
England and Belgium, bas also affected the 
American manufacturer. In the last decade 
the value of the annual exports of glassware 
from Belgium has doubled. There are in Bel- 
gium at least seventy establishments smploy- 
ing over 12,000 hands, who receive annually in 
wages 15,000,000 francs ($3,000,000), being an av- 
erage of 3 francs 45 centimes per day, or about 
70 cents. 

The salaries in this industry are regarded in 
Belgium as excellent. Some of the hands— 
probably the same classes that earn trom $4 to 
$10 a day in the United States—earn as much as 
$1 50 and even $2 a day. Not long since a staff 
correspondent of the Press visited the giass 
works at Val Saint Lambert, in Belgium,where 
1800 workers are employed. He found that 
first cutters were paid $5 a week, second cut- 
ters $4, the same as polishers. Common labor- 
ersearn $3 to $350 per week, apprentices 20 
cents aday. There were over 300 women em- 
ployed, whose pay by the piece averaged from 
forty to forty-five cents a day. 

The above facts iniicate that if, through mis- 
taken strikes or wanton tariff legislation, our 
giasa manufacturers are obliged to keep their 
furnaces idJe, Belgium stands ready, with labor 
paid at above rates, to furnish us with glass 
and to complete the destruction of an industry 
now worth above $25,000,000 annually to the 
wage earners of the United States.—Philadel- 
phia Press. 
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Blackmail in the Dyestuff Trade. 


The London Chemical Review reproduced an 
article from the O1L, PAINT AND DrvuG ReE- 
PORTER, in ite last issue, upon the subject men- 
tioned above, and takes occasion to add the 
following remarxs: 

“In borrowing the above article from the 
Oil, Pawnt aud Drug Reporter, we have to re- 
mind our readers that similar complaints were 
made is this country about 18 or 20 years ago, 
and found expression in the columns of the 
Chemical News, whence they were copied into 
the general press. Some four or five years ago 
we found very similar complaints in some of 
our German contemporaries, with reference to 
“Diskretions-gelder,” as commercial bribes 
seem to be called there. We are not aware, 
however, that any definite conclusion was 
reached, or that any good came of the revela- 
tions made in either country. As far as we are 
aware, this system is by no means confined to 
dye-works, but extends more or less to all 
trades where goods are bought by rule of 
thumb.”

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A New Factory for Making Crystal 
Plate Glass. 


One-half mile east of the Pittsburg plate 
giass works, which are located at Creighton, 
Pa.. Captain J.B. Ford is building additional 
works, which will it is believed, compare in 
size with those now at Creighton. They wil 
be constructed on modern principles, and after 
their completion it is likely that they will be 
consolidated with the other works. They will 
be erected with a view to the manufacture of 
crystal plate glass three-tenths of an inch in 
thickness, for dwellings, palace cars, &c. It 
will be ground and polished just as plate glass 
is made, and will be the only product of its 
kind made in this country. 

Captain Ford is the pioneer of American 
plate glass manufacturers, and sees in natural 
gas something on which to make the greatest 
venture of his lite, 

The company some time ago completed the 
drilling of a gas well of 300 pounds pressure to 
the square inch, which is now running the en- 
tire works, with gas sufficient going to waste to 
run apother of half the immense capacity. 
Owned and operated in connection with the 
works are large machine shops, foundry and 
smith shops, where is built all the machinery in 
use in the works, the company having anagent 
in Europe who is constantly on the lookout for 
all late improvements. In the service of the 
cempany are 450 people. 

Through the discovery of natural gas the val- 
ley, from Creighton to Natrona, a distance east- 
ward of four miles, has been densely populated, 
and, in reality, is so decorated with factories 
and dwellings thatthe observer unacquainted 
with the facts would pronounce it one large 
municipal government. Nearly 7,000 people in- 
habit it, and since 1880 no less than 60) dwellings 
have been erected within its range. 


Spontaneous Combustion. 


Mr. C. C. Hine, editor of the Monitor, relates 
the following: “The Institute of Technology, 
at Boston, long ago decided upon the danger of 
steam pipes passing through and in contact 
with wood. It was shown that the wood by 
being constantly heated, assumes the condition, 
to a greater or less degree, of fine charcoal, a 
condition highly favorable to spontaneous 
combustion. Steam was generated in an ordi- 
nary boiler, and was conveyed therefrom in 
pipes which passed through a furnace, and 
thence into retorts for the purpose of distilling 
petroleum. Here the pipes formed extensive 
coils. and then passed out, terminating at a 
valve outside the building. To prevent the 
steam when blown off from disintegrating the 
mortar in an opposite wall, some boards were 
set up to receive the force of the discharge, 
and as often as the superheated steam was 
blown, the boards were set on fire.”

Fat or Wax Obtained From Cinchona 
Barks. 

From the cuprea barks the author obtains 
cupreol,a compound which in all points re- 
sembles a quebrachul. It crystallizes from ale 
cohol in colorless satiny leaflets, which quickly 
become dullin dry air. It is readily soluble in 
chloroform, ether and hot alcohol; less readily 
in petroleum ether and cold alcohol, and in 
water, ammonia and potash lye not at all. 
It melts at 140 deg. and at higher temperatures 
it volatilizes unchanged in a current of hydro~ 
gen or carbonic acid. The solution in chloro- 
form, when shaken with sulphuric acid of 1.76 
sp. gr,, turns a blood red, as do the chloroform 
solutions of quebrachol, cholesterin or phy- 
tosterin. Cinchol occurs in all true cinchona 
barks, but not incuprea bark. From hot alco- 
hol it crystallizes partly in long, almost acicu- 
lar leaflets, partly in broad leaves and always 
with 1 mol. of water. It loses a part of its 
water at 20 deg. to 25 deg. and the rest at 100 
deg. or in the exsiccator. Anhydrous cinchol 
melts at 189 deg., and in other respects pos- 
sessse the same properties as cuprol.—Q. Hesse, 
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The Commercial Production of Hy- 
drogen. 

The old problem of the cheap production of 
bydrogen by decomposition of steam is being 
attempted afresh by MM. Hembert and Henry 
The process employed by these chemists. says 
the Scientific American, consists essentially in 
passing steam, superheated to the point disso~ 
ciation, vver incandescent coke. There is thus 
immediately produced a gaseous mixture 
formed of equal volumes of hydrogen and car- 
bonic oxide. This mixture passes into a sec- 
ond retort heated toa full red, into which ig 
admitted a fresh quantity of steam at the same 
temperature as the former. This steam acts 
upon the carbonic oxide, and causes it to pass 
into the higher state of oxidation, that is, into 
carbonic acid. The volume of hydrogen pro- 
duced by this second reaction goes to join that 
already formed; so that, when the operation is 
perfectly managed, 3,200 cubic meters of bydro- 
gen can be obtained from a ton of coke. The 
hydrogen is afterward purifie with lime, to 
get rid of the carbonic aciJ; and there remains 
with it only a small proportion of carbonic 
oxide. 

MM. Hembert and Henry are now organizing 
a factory for the production of hydrogen by 
their method; and they hope to find a use for 
the gas in heating and lighting. In what way, 
says the Journal of Gas Lighting, this hope is 
to be realized we are not informed. At present 
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it would appear that nothing could be much 
more useless, in a commercial sense, than 
hydrogen prepared in this way, and at the cost 
which must necessarily be incurred. The only 
novelty in the proposal lies in the suggestion 
to divide the process into two stages; but the 
practical utility of this idea remains to be 
proved.

Some Facts Concerning Isinglass. 
BY HENRIK KNUDSEN.* 

It is probably well known that one of the 
most important qualities of common glue is 
that it can gelatinate. As regards this proper- 
ty of gelatinating, isinglass prepared from 
fish-skins and heads differs very materially 
from common glue, as it will but rarely, and 
only under certain conditions, form an incom- 
plete jelly, which, during the succeeding dry- 
ing process, at a heat of 8 deg. Celsius, will 
again become fluid or dissolve, which prevents 
its being formed in tablets like the common 
glue. It must therefore be considered as a 
characteristic quality of isinglass that it does 
not easily turn to jelly, but that when strongly 
concentrated, and at a low temperature, will 
stiffen so as to form a tough mass. 

The usual process of preparing isinglass is ae 
follows: When fresh, the air-bladder is taken 
from the back of the fish by striking the fish 
several blows with a wooden club, whereby the 
sound is loosened, after which it is torn from 
the back and cut open lengthwise, so that it is 
freed from any bones which may adhere to it. 
It is then placed in cold water—sometimes in 
lime-water—where it remains some time, It is 
then carefully cleaned of all blood, and the 
black outer skin is removed with a knife; 
whereupon it is again washed in fresh water, 
and spread out on a board to dry inthe open 
air, the inner shining skin being turned out- 
side. To prevent the suund from sbriveling 
during the drying process, whereby it would 
lose its smoothness, it should at once be 
fastened to the drying-board by small pegs or 
tacks. For obtaining a good article of isinglase 
it igs considered absolutely necessary that the 
sound should be dried in the sun; and for this 
reason swims cleaned in winter are kept under 
the snow till spring. After the drying process 
is finished the sound is again moistened by 
drawing over it a brush dipped in warm water, 
whereupon the inner shining skin is removed 
by hammering or rubbing. Finally it is rolled 
between two polished iron rollers. 

Isinglass which is to be made into gelatine, 
before undergoing the above-mentioned pro- 
cesses and while still in a moist condition, is 
bleached in a solution of sulphuric acid, in 
which it swells up to a colorless jelly, which, 
after having been dissolved in warm water and 
after the jelly formed in cooling has become 
dry. will make a clear and colorless gelatine. 

To avoid the drying process, which cannot 
very well be done in winter and during the 
busy fishing season, the sounds are salted and 
sold in that condition. It should be stated, 
however, that before being salted they should 
be cleaned very thoroughly, as it is very difli- 
cult to remove blood and muscle-tissue from a 
saltedswim. Cleaned sounds, of course, sell 
much higher, and they are far preferable in 
every respect to those which have not been 
cleaned. The most troubiesome and time- 
consuming work in the preparation of isinglass 
is to remove the sound from the backbone, 
which is still done by hand. This is also the 
principal reason why more general use has not 
yet been made of the sounds, This work must 
be done very slowly, and to produce large 
amounts of isinglass would require much 
labor, which is hard to obtain during the fish- 
ing season. If it was possible to use for this 
work some sort of machine which would meet 
all the requirements, the manufacture of isin- 
glass would receive a new impetus. 

Good isinglass should be of a bright (or at 
least a light yellow) color, thin and transpar- 
ent, and without any odor or taste, which will 
invariably indicate the presence of impurities. 
When dissolved In boiling water (in cold water 
it does not dissolve, but merely turns to a clear 
jelly) there should remain but a very small in- 
soluble residue, and the jelly which is formed 
should be clear and colorless. 

Agreat portion of the isinglass which is at 
present brought into the market comes from 
North America. Like the Norwegian fish glue, 
it is prepared from the air. bladders of cod, and 
does not easily dissolve in water, and a greater 
quantity remains undissolved than in the 
Russian isinglass. The method of preparing it 
is like the one described above, only with this 
difference, that immediately after baving been 
cleaned, while still in a moist condition, it is 
pressed between iron rollers, after which it is 
spread out and dried in the sun. America has 
of lute years made rapid progress in the manu- 
facture of isinglass from fish refuse. The raw 
material consists to some extent of fish heads, 
and especially of fish-skins—the waste products 
of “boneless fish.”” The skins are soaked and 
washed in order to remove ealt and all impuri- 
ties and to prepare them for the following 
bleacbing process, when the isinglass is ob- 
tained by boiling them in water, and by clear- 
ing the liquid glue and concentrating it in 
vacuum: pans. Entirely pure liquid fish-glue 
is colorless, and, like the pure isinglass, has 
neither odor nor taste. 

The light and most strongly concentrated 
fish-glue is used in the manufacture of pianos 
and various kinds of wooden ware; a light and

less concentrated grade is used in the manu-/ heads separate, the drivers aro raised, the bar- 


facture of paper; and a dark and highly con- 
centrated grade is used in the manufacture of 
hats and shoes, 

Sweden occupies a prominent place amung 
the countries producing isinglass. Manufac- 
turers in Lysekil have sent us excellent speci- 
mens of dried isinglass in thick but clear 
tablets, having a slight yellowish tinge, and 
gelatine in thin tablets, clear as water. We 
have been informed that these articles have 
been specially prepared from sounds that had 
first been subjected to a bleaching process, 
after which they were dissolved in warm water 
whose temperature varied between 30 deg. and 


60 deg. Celsius. The dissolving process takes | 


place in wooden vessels with hair bottoms, and 
surrounded by poor heat conductors. After 
having been allowed to stand in these vessels 
for twenty-four hours the solution of glue, 
which is still warm. is drawn off and placed in 
smaller wooden vessels to cool, when it forms a 
clear and colorless jelly, which is cut into tab- 
lets and dried on nets stretched out on frames, 
asisdone with the common cabinet-makers’ 


glue.

The American Hoop Driving Machine. 


For several months past there has been in 
successful operation at the Export O.l Works 
of Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., Point Breeze, 
Phila., the American Hoop Driving Machine, 
The illustration in this issue of the REPORTER 
affords the reader a fair idea of this machine. 
The machine bas the following proportions: 
Length 19 ft. 4 in., length of bed 20 ft. 6 in ,width 
of bed 6 ft. 7 in.. height of machine 6 ft. 2 in. 

As to construction the frame may be built of 
wood and iron or iron alone. Between its up- 
right sides at each end is an iron frame sup- 
ported on round longitudinal bars and each of 
these frames supports a cy'indrical disk head, 
to the inside faces of which are attached by 
pivot hinges twelve equidistant projecting 
jaws (the drivers) baving dependent ends, so 
that they form ordinary belli cranks, held down 
at the top by flat springs and governed in their 
reflex action by a sliding double disk on their 
devendent or lower ends; the action of the disk 
being produced by a eam connected with a lon- 






gitudinal rod, operated by the hand ievershown 
at the top of the macbire or by a foot treddle 
which may be arranged to do this work. By 
pulling on this lever the jaws or drivers at each 
end of the machine, twenty-four in number. 
are simultaneously raised or separated from 
their common center; the limit of this action 
being sufficient to allow for the bilge of the 
barrel being operated upon. 

The slots shown in the illustration of the left 
cylindrical disk permit of the adjustment of the 
jaws so that any sized vessel may be operated 
upon from the lager beer keg up to a fifty-two 
gallon barre), this being the ordinary range of 
work anticipated for the machine, 

These cylindrical disks with their drivers are 
run forward and backward at the will of the 
operator, by means of a shaft operated by 
means of two belts and pulleys and a clutch 
and reversing bar. Theshaftof the gear wheel 
isaright hand and a left band screw of the 
same pitch, and while one thread pulls the 
thither end or head, the other pushes forward 
the hither end. 

The operation of driving is as follows: The 
barrel being placed in the adjustable cradle by 
the helper, the operator throws the machine 
into gear and the cylindrical disks heads with 
their drivers, approach the barrel, just before 
the tips of the drivers reach the chines they 
are raised by the operator manipulating the 
lever which actuates the rod and cam which 
adjusts the drivers, the instant the ends of the 
drivers touch the ends of the staves the lugs 
are pressed down by the springs before men- 
tioned and by means of a simple and ingenious 
mechanism, the chine hoops are attacked sim- 
ultaneously in their entire circumference, and 
by means of the continued appruximation of 
the disk-heads are pressed toward the center of 
the barrel, the pressure is even and continu- 
ous, the result being a gradual and synchron- 
ous pressing forward of the hoops andthe 
consequent gradual and even compression of 
the staves. The chine houps by reason of an 
automatic mechanism cannot be driven beyond 
the }4 inch maximum allowed to pass the in- 
spector, nor can the ends of the staves be 
crushed nor the heads marred. The operator 
again using the lever raises the drivers, lower- 
ing them only to attack in succession the 
quarter and bilge hoops; when these are driven 


the actions of the screws are reversed, the dis - 


rel rolled off to the inspector and another bar- 
rel takes its place. The whole operation from 
the entrance of one barrel until the entering of 
anvther, occupying 20 seconds. 

Inevery instance be it new or old barrels, 
particularly “export refined’ or “export 
crude’s’’ the hoopsare driven evenly, the chine 
hoops particularly so, a feat heretofore the must 
difficult for machine work, in every instance 
the firm and even setting of the hoops equaling 
any driven by nand. 

For barrel manufacturers the work is well 
and cheaply done, the barrels coming direct 
from s tting up, the truss hoops being knocked 
off just before being placed in the cradle, 

An automatic registering apparatus attached 
to one of thelongitudinal bars gives an accu- 
rate number of the barrels daily operated upon. 

Practically, the machine has been in success- 
tul operation since May Ist of the p: esent year 
and since then has done an average work of 
1,200 barrels for every working day of ten hours 
each, a total of 94,800 barrels both new and old 
in seventy-nine consecutive working days in 
May, June and July. The average breakage of 
hoops being 100 per day; the breakage of hoops 
on “export refind’s”’ and ‘'news” averaging on- 
ly 60 per day. 

As to stability and freedom from loss of time 
from breakage, during the working for 90 days 
the detention from this or any other cause has 
been less than one hour, this loss being vaused 
by a slight break, the result of ignorance upon 
the part of a temporary operator. 

Economically considered, the results are of a 
very pleasing Obaracter to the firm using the 
machine, but more particularly so to tbe par- 
ties who control the patents and are about 
placing them upon the market. In operating 
this machine the following help is required: 1 
feeder, 1 operator, l inspector, 1 mender, four 
in all; three men and one boy. Including steam 
power used 4 to 5 horse-power, the machine 
drives the hoops on 1200 barrels per duy, at a 
cost of $9.00. 

To do the work by hand, would require 15 
drivers,‘l inspector, 1 tally boy and 1 laborer at 
at a daily cost of $35.00.° Comment is unneces- 


sary. 
The work of this machine is not limited to 


oil barrels, but it does its work equally as well 
on lager beer kegs, beer, wine, brandy, alcohol, 
paint, linseed oil and varnish barrels. in fact it 
can be used on anything that wears me‘al 
hoops, from a paint keg to a cask.

Natural Gas in Ohio. 

Prof. Orton read a paper before the Ameri- 
can Association, at Ann Arbor. Mich., before 
the geological section, that will be read with 
interest. The title is, ‘The recently discovered 
sources of natura! gas and petroleum in North- 
western Ohio” Following is an abstract of 
the paper:— 

“ The drill has been kept busy in Ohio during 
the last yearand there is much show for its 
work. Out of a nearly exhausted oil fleld,a 
first class field bas been developed depending 
on deep wells, and the daily product of which 
has probably averaged 3,000 barrels per diem 
during the last few months. Of even greater 
interest is the discovery of a new horizon of 
high pressure gas in rocks that nowhere reach 
the surface in Ohio. This field is iocated in 
northwestern Ohio; three towns—Findlay, 
Bowling Green and Lima, thus far constitute 
the productive area. Of these points, Findlay 
is the most important. The first well was 
drilled in the autumn of 1884. There are now 
six wells, three of which are far stronger than 
the others. A test at the largest shows a daily 
production of 1,125,000 cubio feet, and one of 
the smaller group 82,000 feet. Bowling Green 
has three wells, and only one has been com- 
pleted at Lima. Since the successful drilling 
at Findlay, wells have been drilled at various 
places. Fostoria and Fremont have wells 
which afford small supplies. 

As Findlay is the principal point, a descrip- 
tion of the well there is of interest and import- 
ance, The town occupies a part of the great 
drift plain that covers all that section of the 
state and is about 780 feet above the sea level. 


The rock that underlies the central! part of the 


town is the Niagara limestone, the course rang- 
ing from 4 to 12 inches in thickness, The locul 


































dips are considerable, beds rising and falling 15 
or 20 feet in the course of a few rods. On the 
south side of the town is a conspicuous ridge, 
containing limestone of a higher formation 
than that foundin the town. It is quarried 
for lime burning. 

What led to the development of oil flelds in 
this particular area? If we must tell the truth, 
oil fields and gas fields have not becn to any 
great extant discovered or developed by geolo- 
gists. The driller has led the way. A year ago 
there was no known reservoir of gas underly- 
ing that section of the state. 

The presence of gas in jarge amount bas been 
known at Findlay since its earliest occupation. 
It contaminated wells and by accumulating in 
underground spaces was liable to cause explo- 
sions. Professor N. H. Winchell, in about 1862, 
made mention of this escape of gas and the 
trifling use to which it was put. The light 
thrown upon its importance by the develop- 
ments in Western Pennsylvania during the last 
10 years has led to a new interest in these indi- 
cation. At last a company was formed, a 
driller procured and operations begun. Gas 
was found at intervals in varying quantity. 
Solid limestone was struck at 1,092 feet, yield- 
ing alarge supply. Although drilling was con- 
tinued to 1,648 feet through the solid rock the 
supply was not materially increased. The dis- 
covery awakened great interest and a new 
business enterprise was created. Some diffi- 
culties have been experienced, but the largest 
well has been brought into subjection. It is 
the geology of the gas well in which this asso- 
ciation is chiefly interested. What are the 
features to be especially noted? 


A review of what was known of the geology 
of this section before the drilling, and the cor- 
respondence of the predictions with the facts 
discovered were fully given and a statement of 
anumber of analyses was made. Following 
this, Dr. Orton treated especially of the gas- 
bearing region. 

Having descended through a bed of shales 
from 250 to 275 feet thick we come to the gas 
rock, gas sand or oil sand of the Penn driller. 
He has no conception of any other receptacle 
for oil or gas, but a sandstone or a conglomer- 
ate. Analysis of the formation in question 
shows that it is an impure limestone. In phy- 
sical structure the rock is porous, and is evi- 
dently well adapted as a receptacie for gas and 
oil. In one place not less than 500 feet of this 
limestone bas been traversed by the drill with- 
out,striking bottom oradding to the supplies of 
gas. Nothing has been gained by going more 
than ten to fifteen feet intothe rock. The gas 
does not come tothe surface when the rock is 
first reached with the tremendous force of that 
from the Pennsylvania wells, but it seems to 
gather volume steadily for some hours, or 
eveu days. The measurements of supplies of 
gas have been noted. The anenometer asa 
means of measurement was suggested by 
Superintendent MeMillin, of the Columbus Gas 
Company. This method has proved successful. 
The analysis of the gas is, unfortunately, not 
at hand. These are notable quantities of car- 
bonic and bydrosulphuric acids. Vhe latter 
wives 9 rank odor, » hich is of advantage in one 
respect, as it gives prompt notification of leaks. 
The gas bas moderate illuminating power. The 
Fremont gas is much less offensive than the 
Findlay. 

Petroleum is also a product of these wells. 
No.1 Limaand No. 5 Findlay have furnished 
the largest supplies. Its value is not fully 
known, but it seems to require considerable 
refining. The limestone in which the gas is 
found appears at Cincinnati, and is called the 
Cincinnati group. This is slightly folded 
through western Ohio, so as to dip to the east 
and west from a north and south ais. Accord- 
ing to Newberry the ridge extended to the east 
and north and accounts for the islands in Lake 
Erie. The revelations of the drill show that 
th. axis is further to the west than was sup- 
posed and probably extends to Toledo. The 
gas Collects in the porous limestone along the 
highest parts of the formation, just under the 
impervious layer which is immediately above 
it. More drilling will reveal the true position 
of the axis, and it is notimprobable that Toledo 
is a tavored city. 

‘These facts add much to our knowledge of 
the geology of the state. Before this the only 
really productive oil and gas producing horizon 

in Obio was the Barea grit. This is probably 
also the high pressure producing region of 
Pittsburg, The new horizon is 2,500 fvet lower 
andisa limestone. This shows a geological 
history in western Ohio resembling far more 
nearly that of the eastern states than does the 
southeastern section. The oil and gas of the 
latter is, as faras we can determine, the pro- 
duct of vegetable life, while that of the lime- 
stone region is from the animal life which 
formed the limestone.

As is usual during the last week jn the month, 
buyers generally curtail their orders, not car- 
ing to enter the coming month with any sur- 
plus stocks on band. There has, however, 
been a good jobbing demand for all grades of 
paints,as the advance in rail freighis next 
week to the West has stimulated trade, and a 
fair movement has resulted, Whiting con- 
tinues scarce for prompt delivery, and the 
samc may be said of terra alba. There is no 
change in the position of piglead or its pro- 
ducts, all of which are steady and meeting 
with the usual consumptive demand. The 
general tone of the market is one of firmness, 
and very few changes are reported, as noted 
below: 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead has ruled steady during the week,the 
only feature being the placing of 550 tons of 
Richmond lead among consumers at 4 25c; the 
lead is now in transit from Sun Francisco by 
steamer and is expected to arrive late in Oc- 
tober or early in November. The combina- 
tion bid 4 25c for it provided the Richmond 
Co. would not sell any more lead during the 
balance of the year; this, however, they de- 
clined to do but very quickly found buyers 
among the lead pipe manufacturers for this 
quantity. Besides this there have been sales 
of £00 tons at 4 25c and 150 tons of corroding 
lead placed at 4 27}4@4 30c asto quantity. The 
market during the past few days has been very 
dull but closes steady at 4 2§E@4 30c as to quan- 
tity and grade. Messrs. John Wahl & Co. of 
St. Louis, under date of September 26 say:* 
“The market is quiet with sales of 50 tons re. 
fined made on Monday last this side at 4 1l5c, 
but about 600 tons sold subsequently at 4 1244c; 
also 5 cars of chemical hand made early in the 
week at 4 1244c EK St Louis. The market has 
ruled dull and to-day two cars chemical hard 
was placed at 4 10c at which the market closes 
weak.”’ 

There has been a fair demand for lead in oil, 
but as is usual during the closing week of the 
month orders fall off to some extent, although 
considerable sales are booked for shipment 
after the first. The advance in rail freights 
both local and to the west, which are expected 
to go into effect on Monday next, has stimu- 
lated trade to some extent since the opening of 
the week, causing considerable activity among 
dealers. Corroders revort a fair trade for this 
season of the year, with prices steady. Dry 
lead isin request, with only a limited stock offer- 
ingatthe moment. Combination prices remain 
unchanged at 614c, less 2 percent discount from 
invoice on purchases of 500 lbs and over, and 
the usual terms for cash, with rebates allowed 
at the end of a year, according to quantity 
bought, and 6!4c, less 2% per cent for small 
quantities. 

There continues a good steady demand for 
both domestic and foreign zincs, with no mate- 
rial accumulation of stocks, with values steady 
and unchanged. We quote 3¢c for common, 
834c for good and 4c for prime. French has 
been in light request, but combination prices 
remain unchanged at 54%c for Antwerp red 
seal,6cfor Paris red seal and 7c for Paris 
green seal less 1 per cent discount for 10 bbl 
lots, 2 per cent for 25 bbl lots and 4 per cent for 
60 bbl lots. Poppy seed oil in drums is quoted 
at8c. Poppy oil Paris red seal in drums8c, 
cases 8i4c, and Paris green seal 9}4c, cases 10c.

The other 
grades of gums are meeting with an improved 
demand and prices are gradually becoming 
firmer. Asphaltum is moving freely at prices 
within the range of our quotations. 


Metallic Paints. 

The demand continues very active for car 
load lots. Jobbers West and South have sent 
in a great many orders to be shipped before 
the advanced rates of freight go into effect on 
the 5th of October. Careful dealers have taken 
advantage of the present opportunity to buy 
in their Fall stocks at low prices, and will have 
the benefit their foresight entitles them to. 
There are no stocks on hand. The local demand 
is steady and fair. Prices are unchanged, as

Class. 
WINDOW GLASS 


There is no material change in the position of 
the window glass market since our last report. 
Everything, apparently, seems to be in first- 
rate form, and reports are of a cheerful nature 
throughout. The market values are stiffening 
as the little extra allowance in the way of dis- 
counts recently shown, buyers are gradually 
being withdrawn, and the list prices are more 
rigidly adhered to. The greatest difficulty ex- 
perienced by importers and dealers is to obtain 
sizes, and in consequence a great many orders 
are of necessity delayed until further shiptients 
come to hand to supply the deficiency. The im- 
ports for August were the smallest for many 
months, being only 35,566 bxs, as against 


107,562 bxs for the same period 
of 1884. The local trade has been 
unusually good this fall, thus adding 


another element of strength to the market. 


Double thick continues scarce both on the) 


spot and on way for which full prices 
are obtained. Discounts remain steady at 70 
and 10 to 70and 10 and 5, with sales of 8,000 bxs 
within the range. The Boston market is ona 
par with this, stocks of good sizes being scarce 
with discounts assuming a more uniform na- 
ture. American window glass remains in the 
same unsettled position that has characterized 
it for some weeks past. At the meeting held 
on Wednesday last of the committee nothing 
was done beyond the appointing of a sub- 
committee of two with power to make a settle- 


ment, and each side is to abide by the 
result. Thue it is expected that with- 
in a few days fires will be _ lighted, 


as many are now doing throughout the 
country aggreeing in some cases to pay what- 
ever wages are agreed upon by the committee, 
The stock of glass is gradually becoming re- 
duced, asreported by President F. L. Bodine 
on September Ist it was 576.388 boxes, while on 
July ist it was 830,061 boxes as againrt 385,329 
boxes for the same period of 1884. In speaking 
of the situation the Crockery Glass Journal 
says: “ As previously announced, the commit- 
tees of window glass manufacturers and work- 
ers met in Philadelphia and also here to try 
and arrange a wages scale for the coming fire. 
Both sides advanced their views, but no agree- 
ment was reached, and they adjourned for a 
week. It is understood that the workers will 
agree to a small reduction, but not as much as 
the manufacturers want, though an amicable 
agreement is thought entirely probable. It is 
not likely nuwthat there will be a resumption 
of work on October Ist, as expected, owing to 
the general backwardness of trade. The de- 
mand is fair enough now, but there are no 
prices. There are big stocks in some sizes, par- 
ticularly the smaller ones, and as small glass 
practically fixes the price of larger sizes, trade 
is hurt by a preponderance of the former. 


Those, however, who have a full assortment of 
sizes can generally fix prices to suit. There 
are no changes reported in discounts,” 


PLATE GLASS. 

There has been a good cali during the week 
for both foreign and domestic plate glass. Re- 
ceipts continue light and are quickly absorbed 
as the demand from all sources is on the in 
crease, There is some talk of an agreement to 
advance prices, but so tar nothing definite has 
been done, and in the absence of any change 
discounts remain firm at 50 and 10 and 5 for 
either make, with several large estimates in the 
market for new buildings which are in the pro- 
eess of erection.

October is said to be more important and the 
latter part of the coming month may witness a 
reaction to better prices. It is difficult to 


size up the export movement at 
present, 4S stated in our’ _ editorial 
columns, The receipts of flaxseed 


at New York during the week under review 
aggregated 111,445 bushels, 5,000 of which were 
for export. The market for Western oil is 
slightly firmer, being quoted in Chicago at 4lc, 
or an advance of ic over previous quotations, 
The absence of any demand here for large 
quantities places values ina nominal position. 
While no price is named for carloads it is be- 
lieved 48c would buy. The jobbing price re- 
mains at 44@45c from store. 

Crude cottonseed oil is attracting more inter- 
est as the time approaches for new oil to ap- 
pear. It was currently reported during the 
week that new oi! could be obtained on spot, 
but this is a mistake caused by the arrival of a 
few sample bottles of new crude from Texas. 
Prime new oil to arrive within a week is offer- 


ing at 33c and another’ brand with 
no time specified, is obtainable at 32c. 
Buyers are not anxious to lay in sup- 


plies, and although offerings of new crop have 
been made for two or three weeks back, no 
business has resulted. A good quality of old 
oil not prime can be had at 30c, while strictly 
prime on spot is held at 33@34c. There is said 
to be considerable old oil still on the different 
markets, but most of it is off color, 
The situation is exceedingly dull here; 
the same story is not told at the 
primary markets, however. A good seasonable 
demand is reported at New Orleans and the in- 
quiry ia better elsewhere, all of which is to be 
expected at this time. The true inwardness of 
the wild reports on seed sent broadcast, is 
given in our correspondence column. As ex- 
pected, the price of $16 per ton wasonlya 
street bluff. The excitement in the seed mar- 
ket bas quieted down and competition is less 
sharp. New Orleans crushers are paying $12 per 
ton ex levee, which is considered a high 
price when the crop estimate is taken into con- 
sideration. Crushers are disposed to buy only 
to relieve their immediate necessities, which 
indicates that they are not pinning their faith 
on what the plauters would like the purchasing 
pubdlic to believe. A good quality of soap 
stock would find a sale in this market. An In- 
ferior grade of tank bottoms has been offering 
at2!4c. We are informed by wire from New 
Orieans that new crude is steady at 294¢c. The 
Memphis market is quoted at 30@3ic. 

The market for refined cottonseed oil has 
been remarkable for its steadiness. §Holders 
have probably come to the conclusion that 
business would not be stimulated by any dis- 
play of weakness On their part, and are closely 


and collectively adhering to 3c for 
prime summer yellow, which is_ the 
same figure quoted for some weeks 
back. On the other band, buyers are 


not so certain that present vajues can be main- 
tained and are disposed to await developments. 
There have been no indications of an easy 
feeling in the primary markets, in fact tne 
prices paid for seed would tend to support 
present prices at least, while the established 
market for crude gives a pretty good idea 
of the probable course of the refined market. 
The prediction that the average export price 
for theseason would be 30@%82c seems to be 
knocked in the head. ‘There is no haste to 
Place new oil on the market as the surplus of 
old oii is believed to be ample to supply the 
trade for some weeks, unless there should be a 
demand from abroad fora good sized cargo. 
Dealers on this market are not soliciting 
bids on new crop, being satisfied to market the 
surplus, and buyers are not manifesting any 
interest in goods to arrive except to satisfy 
their curiosiiy about the probable course ol 
events. The business in this market is princi- 
pally in small lots from store. The week has 
been quiet and featureless. Most of the trans- 
actions in a round way were for prime sum- 
mer yellow on dock at 37c. We hear 
of 3c beimg accepted for prime 
but it lacks confirmation. ~mall lots from 
store brought 374@3se. ud cooking grades 
89@tle, according tc views of holders. The 
sales amount to s wbdls in various lots. A few 
barrels off grace changed bands at 3644c. Re- 
ceipts fer :ue week were 2,300 bbis, 300 of which 
were tur export and a part of the balance sold 
to arrive. It would look as if stocks were ac- 
cumulating here in few hands. Among the re- 
ceipts were 200 bbis of soap stock. The New 
Orleans market is reported steady at 36}60, 
while Memphis oil is not quoted.

We have 
sales of one cur load on private terms. Crooks’ 
Liverpool circular of Sept 19 says: “There has 
been a good inquiry during the week, both for 
home trade and for export,and though very 
little is offering on the spot or close at hand, a 
gradual improvement has taken place in the 
position of the market, which closes about 58 
per ton better for all regular river oils. Lagos 
is still offering at £27, but there is not much to 
begot atthe price. The market closes firm 
with a tendency in sellers’ favor.”

City maxes of prime 
126 to 128 are in limited supply and steady at 
Tc, while out of town brands may yet be ob- 
tained sparingly at 64¢c.

Tallow as a Cylinder Lubricant. 


Some engineers still use tallow as a cylinder 
lubricant, but they do so at the risk of destroy- 
ing the surfaces of valve-seats, piston -rings and 
even the cyl'nder itself. This is by reason of 
the nature of tallow which is acompound of 
several fatty acids, oleic, stearic, margaric, etc. 
It is erronously supposed that pure grease is 
the basis of all tallow, and that the acids, so- 
called, are in some way incorporated in the pro- 
cess of rendering. Nosystem of refining can 
eliminate the acid without destroying or neu- 
tralizing the grease itself, in a measure saponi- 
fying or turning it into soap. Clear suet is 
often used by engineers, and an old tin pot set 
upon the steam chest is a familiar sight in 
many engine rooms, but the evil is not reme- 
died, and the danger to surfaces remains. The 
steam heat decomposes the tallow or suet and 
sets free, or renders active, the fatty acids with 
the results set forth. 

The only value in tallow as a lubricant lies in 
its heavy body, which permits it to remain in 
contact with surfaces under pressure, but the 
same object can be obtained with mineral oils 
that are free from any adulteration with ani- 
mal fatse.—Techanical Engineer. 


Poisonsus Lard Oil. 


A Syracuse correspondent of the Scientific 
American writes: 

A recent experiment with what is termed 
low grade lard oil, or bolt oil, has convinced 
me that machinests and others cannot be too 
careful to keep it from any slight abrasion of 
the skin. as the following will prove. Having 
to fit some newdyes to my bolt cutter, and 
testing their operation, my hands became cov- 
ered with this so-called lard oil. A slight and 
almost unnoticed abrasion of theskin below 
the nail of my left thumb allowed it to come in 
contact with the flesh beneath; in about an 
hour it became first red and painful, then 
tumid and finally black, showing unmistakable 
signs of blood poisoning, which resisted all 
remedies until cauterizen with caustic potash, 

Upon this becoming partially healed, I re- 
turned to my experiments, having taken the 
precaution to well protect the injured part by 
wrappings; but some of the oil found entrance 
under the edge, and remained in contact with 
the skin all day, the consequence of which was 
that the animal poison was again absorbed by 
the sound but tender skin, and became diffused 
allov.r the thumb and as far asthe wrist It 
could only be checked by further cauteriza 
tion and poulticing, bathing the wrist and arm 
with iodine and aconite, and at every renewal 
of poultices batbing the broken skin with a 





tepid weak solution of carbolic acid, viz.. 8 
drops saturated solution (20 per cent. water to 
crystals) to 1 pint of soft water. The skin has 
separated from nail to wrist, and after intense 
suffering for two weaks is slowly healing un- 
der a covering of old Jinen dipped in “*cosmo- 
line,” Query: Was this oil made from the fat 
of diseased animals, that is, **boneyard oil’’?

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 29, 1885. 


A more uninteresting condition of affairs 
has not obtained in the petroleum business for 
years at this season of the year than that ex- 
perienced during the week under review. From 
first to last, with the exception of a few spurts 
of excitement created in the local market by 
the professional traders on the floor, trade 
lacked spirit. 

All sorte of theories are advanced for the 
present inactivity, but the conclusions gener- 
ally arrived at are illogical, especially the one 
claiming that Europeans can be pertectly in- 
different to the present situation, and that they 
look for lower prices, seems absurd to those 
who have made petroleum statistics a study for 
yearsand who bear well in mind the occur- 
rences of that memorable year 1876. 

At this time last year it is claimed that fully 
1,000,000 bbis of refined oil were sold for forward 
loading on European account, while at present 

he quantity is considered insignificant. In 
proof of the latter we might remark that rates 
for vessels employed in the transportation of 
the article are ruling at the very low 
figure cf 2@2s 14d per Dbl. As in 
1876 there are many who are of the 
opinion that values will yet show a marked im- 
provement before the close of the present 
year, though by no means as great asthen. It 
is true that stocks the world over are not to be 
compared with that year, but it must also be 
borne ia mind that the consumption of the 
world has about doubled, and ascompared with 
last year the stock above ground of crude in 
the oil country is being drawn on at the rate of 
say 20,00C barrels per day. The deliveries at the 
several principal Continental ports for the inte- 
rior of Europe this week were 122,500 bbls, and 
last week 119,000 bbls, hence, at this rate of 
drainage on the light stock on hand and in 
sight,» ithout a material increase in the demand 
within the next few weeks, by the middle of 
December, or at most January 1, 1886, the sup- 
ply abroad will necessarily be re¢uced to a min- 
imum. 

The foregoing are the views accepted by the 
bulk of the trade; nevertheless, the demand for 
the refined product on export account con- 
tinues comparatively light. It is well known 
that the crude and refined markets, like all 
trades controled by the inexorabie law of *‘sup- 
ply and demand.”’ work in unison very gene- 
rally, especially in these days of severe compe- 
tition; therefore, a rise in the price of refined 
must consequently mean a corresponding gain 
in crude values; this is why we alluded, at the 
opening of our review, to the state of affairs in 

he refined trade and so pointedly. 

As we remarked the general situation is re- 
garded bullish; nevertheless in the face of this 
probably seven-eighths of the trade, both in 
t he speculative crude market and in refined, 

d aily try to solve the problem why values do 
not advance. In the early part of our report 
we mentioned that various theories were as- 
cribed for the depre:-sion, and now we cite the 
principal causes from a bearish standpoint asex- 
plained to us. With a sharp advance in prices, 
say over $1 25@1 50 per bb! for crude and l0@l2c 
for refined per gallon, Russian would become 
asharp competitor of this country in the Eu- 
ropean markets, at least, and many claim that 
amuch slighter advance would be sufficient 
to cause her to gain the supremacy abroad. 
Then again there is ever a dread in the minds 
of timid operators, and that class particularly 
who invest in crude oil on the Exchanges as 
they would in stocks, with little or no knowl- 
edge of the situation, that at any moment a 
new well if nota “brand new”’ field might be 
sprung upon them, though how unlikely this is 
forthe present outlook is well known by those 
acquainted with affairsin the oilregion. And 
last, though by no means the least important, 
igs the fuct that trade in general throughout 
the world is at present passing through a 
period of dullness and doubt, and that low and 
uuremunerative prices are the order of the 





"Fa. following summary will be found the 
influences which affected the market and the 
state of business from day to day: 

The market opened on Wednesday at the 
same price it closed at on the previous even- 
ing. During the early part of the day, trading 
was fairly active and the price advanced % of a 
cent from the opening figure. The bears 
looked in vain at the blackboard for news to 
help them to send the price below the dullar 
mark. A fictitious report was circulated that 
ths Gabby well was doing 40 barrels per hour 
and this was immediately seized upon by them, 
and fora short time it was the market of 
either party. This report, however, was socn 
wafted to the winds, and the market from tht 
on was left to take care of itself. Under fre 
buying the price advanced to $1 01, closing 
firm at $1 00% bid.

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ever upon the market. The Gordon well was 
reported flowing at the rate of 77 barrels per 
hour.

The New Oil Fields in Pennsylvania. 


The newly developed oil field at Cogley Run, 
Pa., embracing as it does a wide territory in 
Clarion county, is just now the scene of much 
activity and excitement, and all eyes in the 
trade are apprehensively turned in the direc- 
tion of the county that promises such bountiful 
and important results. The greatest liveliness 
prevails at Fern City and Cogley Run, the latter 
place being familiarly known as Sauer Kraut 
City, the name being derived from the fact 
tkat a peculiar sect of Germans have populated 
the district for many years, There are nearly 
six hundred tall derricks looming up in the 
deep and dark forests, while the woods resound 
with the rasping of carpenters’ saws and 
clanging of hammers as the new rigs rise like 
magic. 

Fern City bas rapidly assumed the appear- 
ance of a small metropolis. The Adelphia 
Hotel, an establishment of no mean preten- 
sions, is in full blast, while restaurants, 
boarding-houses, and the usual buildings 
appropriate to an oil dorado, are scattered 
alongside the woodland roads. The population 
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of towns already laid out, increases daily. 
Prospectors and actual operators are going 
there from all parts of the petroleum producing 
regions of Pennsylvania and other sections of 
the country, where they had gone iu search of 
the oleaginous compound. 


Prominent oil men frankly admit that the 
Cogley Run district is destined to be the most 
prolific ever opened in Clarion county, which 
has hada somewhat checkered existence as a 
petroleum section. It is a most remarkable 
fact that every well drilled is a paying pro- 
ducer, there being absolutely no dry holes, 
which generally demoralize and paralyze the 
enterprising operator. The demand for leases 
is excellent, every piece of available land being 
quickly seized by venturesome men. So far 
success has attended every venture, and for 
this very simple reason is the rush to buy 
great. 


While there have been no gushers as yet, 
there are those who believe another Bradford 
or even Bullion district may betapped. At the 
rate at which development is being pushed, it 
is extremely difficult to predict what may hap- 
pen in the Cogley region, but the opinion 
among old, expert and reliable oil operators is 
that anything wonderful may be momentarily 
expected, and, as has been mentioned pre- 
viously, this feeling of great expectancy has 
manifested itself into a strong desire to secure 
what promises to be an immensely producing 


territory.

Liq uid Fuel for Marine Purposes. 


Recently, at the Royal United Service Insti- 
tution, Whitehall, Admiral W. Arthur, C. B., 
presiding, a paper was read by Admiral J. H. 
Selwyn onthe subject of the substitution of 
liquid fuel for coalon ships at sea. Admiral 
Selwyn reminded the older members of the in- 
stitution that tweuty years ago be drew atten- 
tion to the enormous value of liquid fuel for 
the Royal and mercantile marine, and said he 
had the mortification of seeing the subject, 
which was neglected by this country, taken up 
by other nations, especially by Russia. He stat- 
ed that by the use of liquid fuel a vessel could 
carry twice as much power of propulsion asa 
vessel with coal; and be commented on the dis- 
advantages which would arise to British vessels 
in haying te meet opponents which could use 
double power in escaping without the aid of 
resorting to a fuel station. He related the re- 
sults of experiments, and proceeded to state 
that his object was to enforce a greater econo- 
my of fuel,which couid be effected without any 
of that large expenditure often a necessary 
concomitant of radical changes. To burn liquid 
fuel instead of coal required ‘no change in en- 
gines or boilers, and only such adaptation of

the furnaces as could be readily carried out in 
each ship by her own artificers and engineers, 
At the same time, it removed the necessity for 
a whole army of stokers and coal trimmers. It 
enabled a ship to receive her fuel with the 
greatest facility at sea or in harbor, while pro- 
ceeding under steam or even sail, was without 
nuisances of dust or ashes,and was not liable 
either to spontaneous combustion or deterior- 
ation by time, heat or moisture. If the ship 
got on shore it could he run out to lighter her 
or pumped out into lighters with a speed and 
facility unapproachable with coal; and lastly, 
if,as he believed, forty-six pounds of water 
could be evaporated with one pound of fuel, 
full steaming for twenty-four days could be 
carried on where now it was limited te four 
Thus each ship would be six times as effective 
asnow. He declared that it was incoceivable 
how a nation like the British could have allow- 
ed this matter to remain dormant till another 
power took it up, and he asked if it required a 


Caucaasian to awaken this nation. In conclu-| 


sion, he pointed out that the annual vote for 
the navy amounted toabout 18,00),000l,of which 
6,000,000l would be devoted to their ships and 
their crews. If each ship was made twice as 
efficient—that was to say, could remain on her 
station twice as long as before by reason ofa 
change in her fuel which gave her that power. 
this might be considered as affecting the value 
of the whole fleet to the extent of 12,000,0001 per 
annum,

Ohio Valley Wells. 


The Philadelphia Company and the McFar- 
land Brothers are pushing their gas develop- 
ments in the new, south of the Ohlo river field. 
They are reaching out in deep earnest. Their 
pipe line to Pittsburg has been located. It will 
strike the Steubenville pike near the Jane Rid- 
dle farm. They have also located three new 
wells along this pipe line. One is a mile west 
ofthe McFarland gaser, on a branch of Mon- 
tour river, and at McClarren’s mill; another is 
on the John Scott farm, one and a half ortwo 
miles to the east of the McFarland, and the 
third is on the Jane Riddle tarm, near the pike. 
The Jumber is on the ground, and everything 
in readiness for sinking all of these wells. 


The new well being drilled at Shousetown is 
down 150 feet. On the north side of the river 
the Sewickley Gas Company has located its 
first well just below that town, and will soon 
commence operations. The Niagara Oil Com- 
pany has started another well near the Wuash- 
ington county line in this county at North 









Star, and has leased large tracts of territory. 
The McFariands are also taking outa great 
many leases there. 

The latest locality attacked by these compa- 
nies is Midway, on the Panhandle. All of these 
places occupy relative positions to each other, 
inasmuch as the lines pass through these points 
and there is said to be gas and oil on these 
lines. It is reported that the McFarland gas 
well is burning quantities of oul, judging from 
the emoke and character of the flame, as well 
as the strong odor of burning carbon oil which 
can be detected in the atmosphere as far as two 
miles away from the well, These prospectors 
firmly believe in this new territory, and are 
spending lots of mone, to develop the oil or 
gas resources of the Ohio val ey.

The Smith’s Ferry Oil Field Coming 


to the Front Again. 

It is possible that the Smith’s Ferry oil flelds, 
near Wellsville, Ohio, will before long again 
attract the attention of oil speculators. This 
little town was the Mecca for oil men between 
the years 1858 and 1864, and even before the val- 
uable fluid was discovered in the Oil City and 
Bradford districts, Smith’s Ferry was quitea 
thriving place. As the news of tbe oil discover- 
ies became known prospectors from all parts 
of the country flocked there by the hundreds 


Valuable strikes were made and land com- 
manded almost fabulous prices. The flow of 
oil, bowever, was not in sufficient vo.ume to 
warrant further outlay of capital, and the ma- 
jority of the speculators moved into upper 
Pennsylvania. 

Tce Ferry still retains some balf dozen pros- 
perous refineries and has a number of valuable 
wells yielding a steady run for years past, 
Lately a number of Pittsburg capitalists have 
been prospecting in the place, and the result of 
their search has been so encouraging that they 
are making extensive purchases of oil territory 
with the intention of putting down numerous 
wells, If this project is carried out it will again 
revive a portion of iheexcitementof years 
ago, and property hitherto deemed almost 
worthless will command good prices. 

An incident of the first excitement is recalled 
which serves asan illustration of the fickleness 
of fate. In 1859 or '60 Jesse Smith, after whom 
the town was named, owned large tracts of 
land in the place; when theoil excitement 
arose an Eastern syndicate offered him $150,000 
for his property, which princely offer he 
promptly rejected. Last week Smith's entire 
possessions were seized by the sberiff for his 
creditors and to-day he is absolutely penniless.

TUESDAY EVENING, September 29, 1885. 

There has been no improved demand during 
the week for all grades of drugs. This has been 
stimulated in a measure by the announcement 
that rail freights would all be advanced on 
October 5th, in consequence of which buyers 
throughout the country have been increasing 
their orders, especially for heavy goods, as the 
advance is about equal to 20c. Thusthe dull- 
ness which is characteristic at the close of the 
month, bas been dispelled and the month closes 
with a decided improvement ali around, Opium 
is also firmer, though no change in the demand 
is reported. Quinine has been quite active as 
noted below. Collections have come in rather 
slowly as it is reported that money is scarce in 
some sections of the country. Oil sassafras is 
higher and the same may be said of quicksilver. 
The other changes are as follows:

There has been only a moderate demand for 
opium since our last report. With the opening 
of the week cables were received which indi- 
cated a stronger feeling in London. The result 
here was to give a firmer tone to the market, 
with some holders demanding higher prices. 
The arrivals continue ample for present re- 
quirements, an invoice of 50 cases having come 
to hand by steamer direct from Smyrna. The 
demand is mostly for broken cases, for which 
$3 45@3 50 is named at the close, although early 
in the week $3 40 was quoted, at which we get 
sales of 5 cases. Single cases are held firm at 
$3 40@3 45 for prime gouds as to quantity and 
holder, with sales of 10 cases within the range. 
For shipments of new crop $3 25@3 30 is named 
as to quantity, holder and date of shipment, 
although there are sellers at a shade under this 
for round lots. Powdered is meeting with 
more demand, with only «a limited stock 
being procurable for prompt delivery 
for which $465 is named, while for de- 
livery late in October $460 is quoted. In 
speaking of the London market under date of 
September 19, Messrs. F. W. Bowyer & Bartleet 
say: “This market has been quiet, only a mod- 
erate business having been done at steady 
prices for the ‘soft shipping’ descriptions. Fine 
‘druggists’’ kinds are unchanged in price, but 
seconds have been sold on easier terms. Fine 
new Tokat has been dealt in at 13s 6d, and old 
at lls6d. New Salonica has realized former 
values, both on the spot and for arrival; sec- 
onds have also been taken at steady prices. 
Bogaditz and Baloukissar have not been dealt 
in, and quotations are unchanged. For ‘drug- 
gists’’ kinds there has been very little demend, 
and only small sales have been mude, seconds 
at 886d. Persian.—Small sales at 14s 94.” 

The firmer tone of the opium market has 
created more demand for morphine, although 
there is no change in price. Both P. & W. and 
R. & 8. are still procurable at $275 for bulk and 
$3 00 for eighths, at which a good consumptive 
trade is reported. Other prime city makes are 
quoted at $255@2 75, as to quantity and style 
of packing. Scotch is jobbing fairly at prices 
ranging from $2 35@2 50, as to quantity and 
style ot packing.

Stimulated by cable reports of the firm prices 
obtained at the last bark sale in London, as re- 
ported in our last, considerable business was 
transacted, up to the close of the 
week. GOutside holders who have been 
carrying stocks for some weeks past began to 
release them and replacing by purchases to 
come forward during November and Decem- 
ber. The sales aggregate 30,000 ozs on the spot 
of prime brands at _ ~prices ranging 
from 67@68c. Considerable business was 
done in London for American account 
at 289d. On Monday cables were received re- 
porting further purchases of 10,000 ozs at 3s for 
October shipment which is equal to about T4c 
here. The agents of B & 8 are still quoting 68c 
but decline to book orders for any quantity 
exceeding 500 023. Braunsweigh is held at a 
price equal to 70c aud the same is quoted for 
Zimmers, with only limited offerings. Jobsts 
and gold aud silver are both held at 68c but the 
agents decline to sell except through their 
regular channels in asmall way. Although the

Retail Prices for Poisons. 


The Minneapolis Pharmaceutical Association 
at a recent meeting discussed the subject of re- 
tail prices.

Dr. Thos. Taylor, Microscopist of the U 8. 
Agricultural Department at Washington, has 
been carefully studying butter and other fats 
for the past nine years and has made many in- 
He claims thet so far 
as his investigations have gone, each particu- 
lar fat hag its own specific crystalline form, 
which, upon proper treatment, it takes on, thus 
enabling the observer to detect at a glance one 
fat from another, or to identify fats in mixture. 

The microscope used is one of ordinary 
power, varying from 75 diameters for some 
fats up to 400 or 500 diameters for others, and 
supplemented by a polariscope and selenite 
plate. Mr. Taylor is quite confident of the

say 5 per cent or 10 per cent of foreign fats in 
butter, for it is jurt at this point that the 
chemical methods by determination of the 
per cent of insoluble fatty acid ceases 
to be reliable. If the predictions which 
these investigations put forth are fulfilled, 
much light will be thrown upon a chemical 
subject which hitherto had been shrouded in 


difficulty, and the microscope will add another 


use to the already innumerable applications to 
which it is put. The idea that fats can be 
made to assume a crystalline form is a new one 


to most of us, although it is well known that 


many of the so-called fatty acids may be made 
to assume definite crystalline shapes. 


Only a bare outiine of the paper on the Re- 
duction ot Metallic Oxides by means of an 
Electrical Furnace, which was presented by 
Prof. Maybery, can begiven. The furnace isso 
arranged that the heat which is concentrated 
right in its center is so intense that nothing 
which has yet been tried is able to withstand it, 
and yet the outside of the furnace remains 
quite cool. The process thus far is mainly ap- 
plied to the manufacture of the so-called alu- 
minated bronze, which is an alloy of copper 
and aluminum, containing 5 per cent or 10 per 
cent of the latter, and is extremely hard, being 
used in many cases where steel cannot be em- 
ployed. If larger per cents (14 or over) be made, 
the resulting alloy is very brittle and not suited 
for the same purposes as an alloy containing a 
smaller amount. 

The source of aluminum for this alloy has 
been corundum in the experiments thus far, 
but the writer was confident that clay would be 
the final source, and as soon as time permitted 
intended to make investigutions in this direc- 
tion. In one experiment silica was subjected 
to the reducing action of carbon in this furnace 
and several graromes of the element silicon 
were obtained; at the same time a portion of 
the silica which remained was fused into the 
crucible containing it. But the most interest- 
ing portion of the experiment rested in the fact 
that in addition to the products above men- 
tioned, athird of alight green color was ob- 
tained. Although not positively demonstrated, 
it is presumable that this substance is nothing 
less than a monoxide of of silicon correspond- 
ing to the monoxide of carbon, and which up 
to the present time has never been prepared, 
although from analogy we have every reason 
to believe that such a compound does or can 
exist. Not only were the oxides of alumin- 


um and silicon reduced to their elemental 
state, but boron was reduced from _ boric 
oxide, this being a very much more difficult 
operation than either of the foregoing. In 
many of these cases the resulting element was 
alloyed with copper, if we may 80 speak of the 
union of a metal with a metaioid. In the case 
of the silicon, provided that the per cent. of 
silicon does not exeed & per cent., an alloy is 
obtained which isexceedingly strong,and which 
is much in demand in Europe tor suegrapaie 
and telephonic purpcses, though but little used 
in this country. Ite vaiue depends upon its 
superior tenacity, ard with it one-third the 
weight of wire may be used. Anotber interst- 
ing teature of these experiments consists in the 
conversion of charcoal and gas carbon into 
graphite. The supposition is that graphite re- 
suits from either the / usion or solution of some 
of the amorphous varieties of carbon, and as 
Prof. Mabery remarked, “in this case we cannot 
bave bad solution, consequently we must bave 
bad fusion.’”’ These experiments foreshadow 
great changes in the art of metailurgy,and also 
point towards many valuable discoveries in in- 
organic chewistry,to say nothing of the light 
which it may throw upon geological proceases. 
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Proposed Proprietary Medicine Law. 


We print below the draft of a proposed act 
designed to regulate the sale of proprietary 
medicines, presented at the recent meeting of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association at 
Pittsburg by the committee appointed to report 
upon the desirability of endeavoring to require 
the printing of formulas on the labels of pro- 
prietary goods. 

AN ACT TO REGULATE THE SALE OF PROPRIE- 
TARY MEDICINES. 

1, Registration of Proprietary Medicines up 
to December 31, 1885.—Any person being a resi- 
dent of this state, whether manufacturer or au- 
thorized agent of the manufacturer, of any 
proprietary medicine, as defined in section 10 of 
this act, may register the name or title of such 
proprietary medicine in the office of the State 
Board of Health,on or before December 31, 
1885. Such registration shall be made upon & 
form or blank provided, on or before October 
1, 1885, by the State Board of Health,and the 
statement made therein shall be duly verified, 
by oath or affirmation before any notary pub- 
lic or other officer of the State, authorized to 
admister oaths or affirmations. 

2. Duties of the State Board of Health in the 
Matter.—It shall be the duty of the State Board 
of Health to provide blanks, as described in sec- 
tion 1 of this act, and to prepare and keep an 
official register of all proprietary medicines 
that may be offered for registration,in com- 
pliance with section 1 of tuis act, on or before 
December 31, 1885,and the said Board is au- 
thorized to establish a registration fee, which 
shall in no case exceed the sum of $5. 

3. Proclamation by State Board of Health of 
Potent Substances.—The State Board of Health 
is hereby authorized and directed to prepare 
and proclaim, from time to time, a list or lists 
of “Potent Substances,” which shall include all 
such substances, for internal or external use, 
which, in the judgment of the Board, have an 
energetic or potent action, and which, if im- 
properly or carelessly used, or used without 
their quantity, proportion, or strength being 
known, may produce dangerous results. This 
list may be revised, augmented aud amended 
from time to time, and shall be published at 
least once as originally adopted or as amended 
from time to time, in one of the daily papers (of 
the city of New York*) and copies of the list 

*Or whatever other city may be selected, or 
in some official paper. 
shall be kept on file in the office of the Board, 
which copies may be sold to applicants fora 
fee to be established by the Board. 

4. Enumeration of all Constituents on Label. 
—All proprietary medicines which have not 
been registered on or before December 31, 1885, 
as provided in section 1 of this act, and whether 
the manufacturer or the authorized agent of 
the manufacturer of such medicines be a resi- 
dent of this state or not, if such medicines shall 
after that date be offered or exposed for sale, 
sold, bartered exchanged or given away within 
this state, they shall bear upon their several 
labels, in legible English type, the common or 
scientific names of every constituent drug en- 
tering into their composition. 

5. Enumeration of Potent Substances with 
Quantity of same on label.—No proprietary 
medicine,whether the same has been registered 
in compliance with section 1 or not, and which 
shall contain any of the articles included in the 
list of “Potent Substances” proclaimed by the 
State Board of Health, shall be offered or ex- 
posed for sale, sold, bartered, exchanged, or 
given away, within this State,from and after 
May 1, 1886, unless the same bear upon its label, 
in legible English type, the common or scien- 
tific name of every Potent Substances, as de- 
fined in section 3 of this act, which may bea 
constituent, together with its quantity, by 
weight or measure, intended by the manufac- 
turer to be contained in a definite weight or 
volume of the proprietary medicine, so that 
the proportions which the potent substance or 
substances bear, in weight or volume, to the 
whole mixture or compound, orto a definite 
dose or definite weight or volume of the latter 
may be readily ascertained. 

6. Penalties.—Any person who shall offer or 
expose for sale, sell, barter, exchange or give 
away, within this State, from and after May 1, 
1885, any proprietary medicine, within the 
meaning of this act, which shall not comply 
with the provisions of sections 4 and 6 of this 
act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on 
conviction, be punished witha fine not ex- 
ceeding dollars, or with imprisonment 
not exceeding days, or with both,in the 
discretion of the Court. 

7. Penalties.—Any person whoshall knowing 
ly make a false statement or representation in 
bis application for registration to the State 
Buard of Health, and any person who shall at- 
tempt to evade the provisions of this act by 
Omitting ingredients in the enumeration of the 
constituents upon the label of any proprietary 
medicine, or who shail name vuther than .those 
contained therein, or who shall employ any of 
the potent substances,d: fined in section 3 of this 
act, in any proprietary medicine, in larger 
proportions than \s indicated upon the labels, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
viction shall be punished (as before). 

8. Mode of Prosecution.—All prosecution 
under this act shall be conducted by the pub- 
lic prosecuting officer of the county in which 
the offense may have been’ compnitted, upon 
the complaint of the State Board of Health, or 
any sanitary authority or officer,or any licensed 
practitioner of medicine within the State. The 





fines collected shall be paid into the treasury of 
the county in which the conviction may be 
had. 

9. Definition of Term.—The term “common 
or scientific name,”’ wherever it occurs in this 
act, shall be held to denote only such names as 
are in common and general use among the 
English speaking people, or are the recognized 
scientific names, and which do not themselves 
denote any secret, private or proprietary mix- 
ture, substance, product, or compound. 

10. Definition of T-rm.—The term “proprie- 
tary medicine,”’ wherever it occurs in this act, 
shall be held to denote all medicinal prepara- 
tions, simple or compound, for internal or ex- 
ternal use, which are offered for sale, or sold, 
or claimed, as the exclusive invention or pro- 
duct of a special manufacturer, person, firm, 
or corporation, or which are designated by a 
special name or title not recognized by any 
national pharmacopceia or dispensatory or by 
the pharmacopceia or dispensatory of aay par- 
ticular school of medicine. 

11. Exemptions.—This act shall not apply to 
any simple or compound medicines prepared 
or dispensed by pharmacists upon the written 
prescription of a legally qualified physician. 
nor to those for which standard formulas ar 
given in any national pharmacopceia or dis- 
pensatory, or the pharmacopeeia or dispensa- 
tory of any particular school of medicine. 

12. Date of Going into Effect.—This act shall 
take effect immediately. 





After the reading of the above draft, the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 


“Resolved. That in the opinion of this Asso- 
ciation all proprietary articles ehould contain 
on their labels a list of their ingredients.” 


Sixth International Pharmaceutical 


Congress. 

The sixth International Pharmaceutical Con- 
gressconvened at the Palais des Academies, 
Brussels, Beigium, Aug. 31—Sept. 5. 

The Prince of Caraman-Chimay (in place of 
the Minister of Public Instruction, unavoidably 
absent) opened the ceremonies by a short ad- 
dress, recalling the facts which had led to the 
choice of Brussels as the place of holding the 
International Pharmaceutical Congress, ance 
wishing a heartfelt welcome to all the mem- 
bers, present and to arrive. 

President Van Bastelaer made the next ad- 
dress. On behalf of the Belgian pharmacists 
he tendered thanks to His Majesty for his act- 
ive protection, to the Ministers for their be- 
nevolent aid, and to the foreign and resident 
members for their attendance at the Congress. 

In international gatherings the French lan- 
guage is by general consent, the one generally 
employed. 

In Section 1, M. Berquier presented a suc- 
cinct history of veterinary medicine, explain- 
ing how it had come to form a distinct branch 
of the healing art. He said veterinary sur- 
geons were trying to do without the pharma- 
cist, preparing their own prescriptions, He 
feared pharmacists were a little too indifferent. 
It was to their interest to prepare veterinary 
medicaments, and this practice would inure to 
the public good, as in that way pharmacies 
might be established and support themselves 
in many places where they cannot be kept at 
present. 

The Congress expressed the wish: ‘*That in 
all countries, the regulations governing the 
Practice of pharmacy be applied to the dispens- 
ing of veterinary medicaments, as well as of 
those intended for man. And that in order to 
facilitate this application, official formularies 
should contain a chapter in which the formulas 
more specially veterinary should be entered 
together.” 

Dr. Quinlan read his report—the necessity of 
an international pharmacopeia., He related 
the confusion formerly existing in Great Brit- 
ain when the country had three distinct pharm- 
acopceeias, and the daugers accruing from that 
stete of things. The diversity was now a thing 
of the past in Great Britain, but we are now 
confronted with a similar problem in all the 
civilized world, owing to the habits of travel- 
ing brought into modern life through the in- 
troduction of railroads, fast steamers, etc. 

The subject of the international standing of 
drug clerks was the next to be discussed. 

The following resolutions were adopted to be 
laid before the congress in full session: 

I. Itis our wish that it be optative with all 
pharmacists to take aids (or assistants) of all 
nationalities. 

II. That the legal “stage’’ exacted from drug 
clerks may be served in any country, when it 
can be proved that this “‘stage’”’ has been served 
with a legally qualified pharmacist. 

After briefly considering the project of mu- 
tual insurance for pharmacists, the section 
decided the question to be one for local action, 
and simply expressed the wish to see such soci- 
eties formed in all countries. 

In section II the sensation of the day was 
when M. Zanni, of Constantinople, read his 
condensed report on pharmaceutical specialties 
tie polite European term for proprietary, alias 
quack medicines. 

In section III, the dangers presented by the 
use of lead pipesin distributing potable water 
was the first topic considered. After thorough 
discussion,the following declaration was agreed 
to: The use of lead pipes for distributing ali- 
mentary water should be condemned in such 
localities where analysis and direct experi- 
ments demonstrate that the metal is attacked 
by the water distributed, 
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In regard to the use of metals in domestic 
economy, the following propositions were suc 5 
cessively adopted: 

1. Itis proper to forbid the sale of potteries 
covered with a soluble lead glaze, when they 
are to be employed for cooking aliments. 

2. It is proper to caution the public against 
the use, in washing bottles, of lead shot, 
which can be replaced with advantage by other 
harmless material. 

3. In the actual state of the question there is 
no reason for repealing the prohibition of cop- 
per salts for imparting a green color to alimen- 
tary substances, 

After unanimously agreeing to the above, the 
assemblage considered the dangers offered by 
thefemployment of poisonous metallic salts in 
coloring objects in constant use, like paper 
hangings, artificial flowers, toys, etc. 

In section IV the abuse of morphine was the 
subject treated of at length by M. Madsen, of 
Copenhagen. The rest of the time was occu- 
pied by the reading of a report by M. Patrouail- 
lard on the advisability of each pharmacist 
making his own chemical preparations in his 
laboratory. His conclusions that such work is 
profitable and desirable were adopted. 

On September 1 the congress convened in full 
session. M. Belval said: 

Sophistication at first sight may appear a 
local affair, but on closer examination it is seen 
to be an object of general interest. For this 
reason it is indispensable that the same precau- 
tions be taken everywhere, else laws are inop- 
erative and fraud flourishes. Hence the inter- 
national importance of the subject, as there 
should be not unity but uniformity in legisla- 
tion. He urged the desirability of fixing an 
international standard or code of purity, with 
modifications suited to the use of each coun- 
try. 

The following were adopted unanimously: 

The International Pharmaceutical Congress 
express the wi h that: 


1. The legislation relating to the falsification 
of alinientary products and beverages as well 
as its penal sanction, and the enforcement of 
the law, be the object of an international agree- 
ment. 

2. Falsification shall be legally defined in 
terms fixed by international accord. 


8. A. In each country legislation shall state 
precisely,in a manner sufficiently clear,formal, 
and not to be evaded, the circumstances under 
which men are guilty in any possible form or 
under any name of deception upon the nature 
and qualities of alimentary products and bey- 
erages. 

B. This legislation shall give to administra- 
tive and sanitary aurhorities the power and 
means of action necessary to detect and prove 
falsifications, 

C. It shall supply the judiciary authorities 
with a penal sanction sufficient for efficacious 
repression. 

The next conclusions were amended and 
adopted as follows: 

4. A. In each country sanitary authorities 
shall determine and give instructions, stating 
precisely the composition of alimentary pro- 
ducts and beverages, fixing the maxima or 
minima of the components, and indicating the 
methods of investigation, 

B. These instructions shall serve as a basis 
for elaborating, after an agreement between 
the superior sanitary councils of the different 
countries or their delegates, a uniform codex 
fixing the same data for substances of interna- 
tional interest. 

C. The committee shall meet at least once a 
year to revise the codex. 

Section I. on Sept. 2 adopted the following: 

“That it is the wish of this section that aid 
pharmacists, legally qualified as such, be made 
personally responsible for their acta in the dis- 
pensing of medicines,” 

Sections II. and LV. and in joint session, after 
an animated discussion on secret nostrums 
adopted the following: 

“The assemblage expresses the wish to see the 
absolute proscription of all pharmaceutical 
specialties.’’ 

Section III. adopted the following resolution: 

*-The tin which 18 to come into contact with 
alimentary substances or beverages should be 
pure.” M. Cannizzaro expressed the wish that: 
“All governments should proceed to an inquiry 
similar to that performed by the United States 
Government, said inquiry consisting in analyz- 
ing all the alimentary waters of tne Union.” 

At the afternoon general meeting it was 
resolved that 

“In every country there shall be established a 
service of inspection for supervising the man- 
ufacture and sale of alimentary products and 
beverages. 

** Analytical laboratories shall be organized in 
sufficient number to insure the work, accord- 
ing to Art, 4. 

To facillitate the detection of fraud, it is de- 
sirable that the samples brought by the public 
be examined gratuitously when the person 
bringing the sample gives bis name and ad- 
dreas, and those of the vender.” 

This last puragraph was objected to by sev- 
eral members, among them the Italian and the « 
Turkish delegates. 

The final conclusion of M. Belval’s report 
was next taken up, and adopted as follows: 

“The central sanitary aduinistrations of the 
different countries shall keep one another mu- 
tually and regularly informed of the acts and 
operations of the national services of inspec- 
tion and analysis,

“They shall proceed, to insure if need be 
their repression, to ascertain the truth of the 
frauds reported to them as being committed in 
their territory.” 

After a discussion relative to Pharmaceuti- 
cal education it was resolved that the wishes of 
the Sixth International Pharmaceutical Con- 
gress are: 

“1. To see in every country where it does not 
exist as yet, the establishment of a diploma, 
giving alone the right to practice pharmacy. 

“2. That pharmaceutical candidates be re- 
quired to possess the same preliminary educa- 
tion as doctors of medicine, doctors of scien- 
ces, etc.”’ 

The next was amended and passed as follows: 

“3. That a programme be drawn up contain- 
ing the minimum of knowledge to be demand- 
ed of pharmacists. 

“4. That in all countries the titles actually 
existing of pharmacist, or other synonymous 
terms, be replaced by that of doctor of phar- 
macy.” 

Having thus voted themselves the title of 
doctors, the members adjourned the meeting. 

The following was also unanimously adopt-

M. Vande Vyvere read his report on the plas- 
tering of wines. 

[Note.—The plastering of wine consists in the 
addition of calcined and powdered sulphate of 
calcinm. It has the effect of partly neutralizing 
the acidity of the wine, and rendering the color 
lighter. But by double decomposition a por- 
tion of natural cream of tartar of the wine is 
changed into sulphate of potassium, which is 
considered harmful when exceeding a cer- 
tain proportion.] 

M. Vande Vyvere was in favor of a general 
Prohibition of the plastering of wines above 
the proportion of two per thousand of potas- 
sium sulphate, as tolerated in France. 

The section adopted the following conclu- 
sions: 

“1, It is desirable, from a hygienic standpoint, 
that the plastering of wines be stopped. 

“2. The toleration of plastering should be 
temporary, and limited to two grammes of sul- 
phate of potassa per litre of wine. 

“3. Plastering, in this case, should only be 
effected with pure plaster.” 

Sections II and IV. adopted the following: 

“The pharmacist bas a right to repeat every 
prescription, except when the physician has 
written directions to the contrary.” 

In general session it was resolved that : 

“4, In his absence the titulary pharmacist 
may legally be replaced by a person holding 
diploma of pharmacist or auxiliary pharma- 
cist.” 

“Tt. There shall be everywhere created a 
diploma of auxiliary pharmacist (gehulfe).”

Mr. Wedel, on seeing that it was unusual and 
knowing his customer well, inquired as to the 
manner of using and learned that the doctor 
told him to dissolve itin 1 ounce of water and 
take 2 drops asa dose, He said it would cost 
him less in this way than if the druggist made 
the solution. Mr. Wedel only dispensed it on 
being allowed to make the solution and label it 
“poison.” The members present condemned 
the doctor’s action.

Indiana druggists have been somewhat dis- 
turbed over legal proceedings successfully 
instituted against a druggist for repeating a 
certain prescription without the physician's 
authority on the ground that he was “prac- 
ticing medicine without a license.” 


For selling liquor without license, D. H. Wul- 
ler, aleading druggist of Butler, Pa., was sen- 
tenced Sept. 22 to pay a fine of $200 and the cost 
of prosecution. He was found guilty of selling 
liquor on Sunday, but has not been sentenced 
yet, sentence being suspended until a future 
term of court. 


Chicago druggists complain that the reduced 
tax does not compensate for the inconvenience 
of registering sales of liquor, and that there- 
fore the old ordinance was preferable to the 
new. These gentlemen should remember that 
registration of sales would have been required 
in any event, and the reduction in tax is con- 
sequently clear gain.

About forty drug clerks of Chicago have 
identified themselves with a project of organ- 
izing a drug clerks’ association. Such an 
organization flourished for a time in that city 
about ten years ago, but, as members were 
obliged to withdraw on becoming proprietors 
and new men were not forthcoming to fill 
their places, the assnciation naturally became 
extinct. 


Mr. H. Primm, of St. Louis, is busily en- 
gaged in writing a history of the gentlemen 
who have dispensed drugs in thet city during 
the past century. It is said that the publica- 
tion is delayed because of the difficulty of 
ascertaining the history of the oldest druggist 
there, who, tradition says, landed in the city 
about 100 years ago. Chicago has no such dis- 
couragement to suffer. When the Chicago 
historian begins his work, he will at once write 
the name of Dr. Philo Carpenter, the legislator, 
mayor and pioneer druggist of the Garden 
City.— Western Druggist. 


The Michigan Pharmaceutical Association 
which meets at Detrvit in annual convention 
on Oct. 13 will doubtless be largely attended. A 
curious complication in counection with the 
new pharmacy law has arisen through the dis- 
covery that the State Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion cannot be incorporated under .the general - 
statute, a *pecial law for the purpose being 
necessary. As the legislature does not again 
convene until 1886, the clause in the pharmacy 
act relatiug to the Association will of necessity 
meanwhile be inoperative. This is somewhat 
unfortunate, but under existing circumstances 
will not in any serious degree impair the effica- 
cy of the law.— Western Druggist. 


In Chicago, under the new ordinance govern- 
ing the sale of liquors, one dollar must be paid 
for a permit to sell for “medicinal, mechanical, 
sacramental and chemical purposes” and a 
record made of the date and quantity of each 
sale and to whom delivered, under a penalty of 
not less than one hundred dollars. Such drug- 
gists as bad paid the $25 license for this year 
prior to the passage of the new ordinance must 
await action by the Council making the neces- 
sary appropriation before the difference can be 
refunded. A bill will be introduced for that 
purpose at the earliest possible day. 


A Chicago “physician” has written a letter 

to one of the dalies justifying the uprising o 
physicians against druggists in Phiadelphia and 
Brooklyn because the latter as alleged sell 
quack nostrums, repeat prescriptious without 
authority, and prescribe over the counter. 
“Physicians do not rise en masse against their 
subordinates” he declares, “without ample 
cause.” Foraspecimen of sublime “gall” this 
is unparalleled. This is the sort of physician 
who, if his errors in prescribing were not inter- 
rupted by his superior, the intelligent druggist, 
would have little opportunity to display bis im- 
pudence except between penitentiary walls.— 
Western Druggist. 

On the afternoon of Sept. 22a clerk in a drug 
store at Halst-ad street and Canalport avenue, 
Chicago, answered a telephone call, and, in re- 
sponse to his query of “Who's there?” received 
the reply that is was * August Kussman,”’ who 
said: “Please tell my wife that I have just tak- 
en twenty grains of morphine. If she wants to 
see me alive she will bave to come up pretty 
soon.” After thinking the matter over an hour 
or so the clerk told the police about the strange 
message. A patrol wagon was immediately 
sent to Kussman’s drug store, where he was 
found lying under the telephone in an uncon- 
scious condition. Efforts to resuscitate him 
proved unsuccessful, and he expired soon af- 
terward. Despondency over domestic difficul- 
ties is thought to have been the cause of the 
suicide, 

A genteel-looking man, says the morning 

paper, entered Hegeman’s drug store, at Broad- 
way and Eighth street, three months ago, and 
asked one of the clerks to pour a few drops ot 
sulphuric acid in a small vial which he pro- 
duced. The bottle apparently hada chiorate 
of potash mixture in it, and the first drop of 
acid caused a big flare and a violent explosion. 
The clerk was only slightly hurt. The joker 
disappeared. H came around again about a 
month ago and wanted a prescription put up. 
The clerk recognized him, and refused to fill 
his order. Since that time the man has bother - 
ed the clerks in the store a great deal. On 
Wednesday night he appeared again, and was 
ordered out of the store. He refused to go, 
and one of the clerks tried toeject him. The 
customer threw the clerk through one of the 
windows. Policeman Woods arraigned the 
man ip Jefferson Market. The prisoner said he 
was Phillip Fitzsimmons, a drug clerk, 46 years 
of age, living in Morrisania. Mr. Hegeman 
and James F. Farley, the clerk, made a charge 
of disorderly conduct against the prisoner, and 
he was held in $1,000 bail.

There has been a better demand for all grades 
of chemicals since our last report, even though 
there have been free arrivals of Newcastle 
chemicals at this port and Philadelphia during 
the past few days. There has been consider- 
able inquiry from the glass trade, which 
indicates that an carly settlement of the wages 
question is daily expected. Caustic soda is 
firmer under light stocks available for prompt 
delivery. Bleaching powder is without special 
feature, with prices well maintained. Carbon- 
ated soda ash is in better request, while caustic 
ash remains quiet but firm under a light de- 
mand. Sal soda English is in full supply, while 
saltcake continues scarce. Chlorate of potash 
remains steady at the previous sdvance. 
Kainit is in request for shipment to the South, 
with rather more demand for spot goods. 
Oxalic acid is firm, and the same may be said of 
the other light acids. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, in 
his circular under date of Liverpool, Sepe. 17, 
says: “The chief feature in the chemical mar- 
ket is the continned hardening in alkalies. 
Saltcake firm; 353 now asked over 1886. Soda 
ash maintains its value. Caustic soda better, 
large business for prompt at £8 15s@17s 64 and 
for 1886 at £8 17s 6d@8 188 9d f o b for 70 per 
cent. Bleaching powder steady; more inquiry 
for America and higher prices paid for hard 
wood. Chlorate of potash still tending up- 
wards. Sulphate of copper easier. Borax 
favors buyers. Potashes unchanged. Nitrate 
of soda quiet on spot and offering at lls 44d@ 
11s 6d for spring delivery. Sulphate of ammo- 
nia drooping and lower in all positions; Janu- 
ary April £11 10-@15s f o bHull. Manganese 
stil! depressed by competing dealers taking 
orders against each other. 
Heavy Chemicals. 
Carbonated soda ash 48 per vent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes is meeting with an im- 
proved demand, with values gradually becom- 
ing firmer. The starting up during the week 
of many of the glass works throughout the 
country has stimulated trade to a considerable 
extent. Stocks are light for prompt delivery, 
with only small shipments on way, for which 
holders are asking {ull prices. The sales com- 
prise 150 tons spot and to arrive at 15g4@1 45c, as 
to brand and quantity; also 100 tons Kurtz 
from dock at 145@l44c, as to quantity. High 
test continues quiet for spot delivery, although 
there has been rather more inquiry during the 
past few days for shipments to come forward 
during October and November. The sales 
comprise 125 tons at prices ranging from 1 30@ 
135c, as to brand, quantity and date of ship- 
ment. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool brands is not active though more 
business is reported in a jobbing way. For 
shipments throughout the year there have been 
a few contracts placed at prices ranging from 
130@1 35c as to quantity, shipment and place of 
delivery. Ina jobbing way sales are reported 
ot 75 tons at 1 3244@1 40c as to brand and quan- 
tity. High test remains in the same dull posi- 
tion that has characterized this article for some 
months past and in the absence of any active 
demand is nominally quoted at 12744@1 30c as 
to brand and quantity. Messrs. Robert Crooks 
& Co., under date of Liverpool, September 17th, 
say: “Soda ash in moderate demand at un- 
changed rates, 48 per cen* carbonated at 1 3-16 
@1'4d4 according to brand. Caustic ash rather 
presses for salein some quarters, but makers 
will not break the price. 1444 is lowest.” 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent has arrived 
quite freely during the past few days although 
no surplus stocks are being pressed on the mar- 
ket as the bulk was placed previous to arrival 
for consumption. There has been considerable 
inquiries from the glass trade for both spot 
and forward shipments, as very few of the 
manufacturers have any surplus stocks on 
hand to commence operations with, soon as the 
wages question is settled. From present indi 
cations there isnot much doubt but what a 
satisfactory arrangement will be made within a 
few days. For lotsin port and for shipment 
early in October 1é2c is freely bid and de- 
clined with 135c being lowest price named, 
while for shipments during the balance of the 
year some of importers are quoting 13g@1 40c 
as to quantity and brand. The sales comprise 
150 tons at 1 35c and 50 tons of an outside brand 
at132k¢c. High test is in the same position 
with what little stock there is obtainable at 
dock held at 1 30@1 3244c as to brand and quan- 
tity. Offers of 1 25@1 27}¢c have been made for 
October steamer shipments, but so far nothing 
definite has been done. Sales are reported of 
125 tons from dock at 130Q@1 3244c as to brand, 
quantity and holder. 

Alkali36 per cent, under free arrivals anda 
light demand, is rather bard to sell at the mo- 
ment, The sales comprise 20 tons in jobbing 
lots at 1 20@1 25c, while for a round lot our in- 
side figures can be shaded. For BM 48 per 
cent, there is a better demand for forward de- 
livery, with sales aggregating 250 tons at prices 
ranging from 13¢@1 40c, as to quantity and date 
of delivery. The arrivals cf high test BM 
have been free during the week, but notwith 
standing this, there are almost no surplus 
stocks obtainable for prompt delivery from 
first hands. For contracts extending over the 

year and 1833, there has bsen co nsiderable in- 
quiry, witb a fair amount of business repor te 
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Salt cake 
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at135c. For shipments on wayand lots from 
dock there have been sales of 250 tons at prices 
ranging from 135@15c, as to qnantity and 
date of delivery. The other high test refined 
alkalies are in better stock, as several invoices 
have come to hand recently for which 145@ 
1 55c is demanded, as to brand and quantity, 
with sales of 175 tons reported within the 
range. 

There is no change in the position of bleach- 
ing powder since our last report. Values con- 
tinue steady under a light demand which is 
usually of a“hand to mouth’ nature, There 
have been several lots of Newcastle brands 
come to band during the week for which full 
prices are obtained. The sales comprise 125 cks 
at 160@165c and 75cks in jobbing orders at 
1674%@170c as to brand, test and quantity. 
Late advices report the Liverpool market as 
being firm at £6 15e@7 as to brand and style of 
package. Messre C Carling & Co of Liverpool 
under date of September l7 say: “Bleach has 
been in good demand through the week for 
softwood, but orders for hardwood have been 
scarce and so prices bave been ruling in buyers 
favor.”

| Poisons Used in Dyeing Underwear. 


Health Commissioner Raymond of this city, 
has lately had his attention ca!led to the fact 
that there were a number of cases of suffering 
in Brooklyn caused by irritation to the body. 
On investigation it was ascertained that the dam- 
aging results were obtained from wearing 
black or red stockings or underwear, causing 
inflammation oreczema. The people were ac- 
customed to regard the colors as dangerous, 
The ingredients used in fixing the color on the 
threads, however, is the chief or primary cause 
of the danger. The person wearing under- 
clothing prepared in tbis manner suffers from 
irritation. Dr. Otto Grothe. the chemist of 
the Health Department, has made a chemical 
analysis of the stockings and underwear which 
were brought to the Commission of Health, 
He discovered that the ingredients were to 
blame and not the color, The material used 
for fixing the color was antimony lye. 

A pair of stockings, which was bought of a 
large dry goods house on Grand street, New 
York, was analyzed. Doctor Grothe founda 
large Quantity of thelye in them. The color 
itself was saffron or aniline scarlet, but these 
were harmless in themselves; but to fix its 
color tartar emetic or tannine was used, and it 
was impossible to get it out even after a dozen 
washings. This evil can be remedied by the 
use of salt of tin—and it is not at all dangerous 
—which can be used with good result. The 
trouble is, however, that it takes an experi- 
enced dyer to use it, while a child can apply 
the dangerous drug. 

Since Dr. Raymond had his attention first 
called tothe matter he has ascertained that 
there were hundreds of peuple living in Brook- 
lyn who were suffering from this painful irri- 
tation to their bodies, but could not account 
for it unless it was that their blood was out of 
order, and notwithstanding that they used 
medicine which was cooling and purifying to 
the blood, the irritation still continued. 

Dr. Otto Grothe concluded an analysis of 
other stockings and found in nearly every in- 
stance that tartar emetic or tannine had been 
used to make the color fasten to the thread, 
while saffron and aniline scarlet were used to 


color the material.

Reduction of Refractory Ores. 
BY PROF. T. STERRY HUNT. 

The application of electricity to the extradi- 
tion of metals has hitherto been chiefly con- 
fined to the electrosysis of dissolved or fused 
compounds of these by various methods. The 
power of electric currents to generate intense 
heat in their passage through a resisting me- 
dium has, however, long been known, and the 
late W. Siemens thereby succeeded in melting 
considerable quantities of steel. It was, how- 
ever reserved to Messrs. Eugine H. Cowles and 
Alfred H. Cowles, of Cleveland, O., to take a 
new step in the metallurgic art by making the 
heat thus produced a means of reducing in the 
presence of carbon the oxyds not only of the 
alkaline metals, but of megnesium manganese, 
aluminum, silicon and coron, with an ease 
which permits the production of these elements 
aud their alloys with copper and other metals 
on a commercial scale, in the apparatus devised 
and now employed by the Messrs. Cowles. A 
column of fragments of well-calcined charcoal, 
so prepared and arranged as to present the 
requisite electrical resistence, is embedded 
horizontally in finely pulverized charcoal and 
covered by a layer of the same material coarse- 
ly broken, the whole being placed in & box of 
fire-brick covered with perforated tiles, and 
opened at the end to admit two carbon elec- 
trodes an inch and a half in diameter. Through 
these the current from a dynamo-electric 
machine of thirty horse-powder is now made to 
traverse the central cone of carbon, whereby 
such a temperature is at once produced that 
platin-iridium may be instantly melted therein, 
and the most refractory oxyds already named 
are not only fused and volatilized, but reduced 
to their elemental state with formations of 
carbonic oxyd gas. If aluminain the form of 
granulated corundum is mingled with the 
carbon in the electric bath, aluminum is read- 
ily aberated, being in part carried off with the 
cscaping gas, and in part condensed in the 
upper layer of charcoal. In this way are ob- 
tained considerable masses of nearly pure 
fused aluminum and others of a crystalline 
compound of the metal with carbon. When, 
however, a portion of granulated copper is 
placed with the corundum an alloy of the two 
metals is obtained, which is probably formed 
in the overlying stratum, but at the close of 
the operation is found in fused masses below. 
In this way there is got, after the current has 
passed for an hour and a half through the far- 
nace, from four to five pounds of an alloy con- 
taining from 15 to 20 per cent of aluminum and 
free from iron. On substituting this alloy for 
copper in a second operation a compound with 
over 30 per cent is obtained. 

Already the small experimental plant with a 
thirty-horse power dynamo, is producing daily 
over five pounds of aluminum in the form of a 
rich and brittle alloy, which, by suitable addi- 
tions of copper, is converted into different 
grades of aluminum bronze. The remarkable 
qualities of these are so well known that it is 
only th®ir great cost hitherto which has pre- 
vented their more general use in the arts. 
They are offered for sale at Cleveland on a basis 

of $5 a pound for the coined aluminum. When 
silicious sand mixed with carbon is placed in 
he path of the electric current, a part of it is 








fused into a clear glass and a part reduced with 
the production of considerable masses of crys- 
tallized silicon, a portion of this being volatil- 
ized and reconverted into silica. By the addi- 
tion of granulated copper there is readily 
formed a bard, brittle alloy holding 6 or 7 per 
per cent, of silicon,.rom which silicon bronzes 
are cheaply made. The direct reduction of 
clay gives an alloy of silicon and alumioum, 
and with copper a silico-aluminum bronze 
which appears to possess properties not less 
valuable than the compounds already men- 
tioned. Even before oxyd is rapidly reduced 
with the evolution of copious brown fumes of 
boron, and the formation, in the presence of 
copper, of a baron bronze, which promises to 
be of value, while under certain conditions 
crystals of what appears to be the so-called ad- 
amantoid boron are formed. In some cases 
also crystalline graphite has been produced, 
apparently through the solvent action of alu- 
minum on carbon. Remarkable resultsare got 
by alloying small quantities of aluminum with 
an admixture of copper and nickel. One of 
these compounds broke with a strain of 111,000 
pounds to the square inch, with an elongation 
of 3500ths, while a ten per cent aluminum broke 
with 109,000 pounds. An addition of from 2 to 
5 per cent.of aluminum to brass greatly in- 
creases its tensile strength and renders it less 
liable to oxidation, while 15 or 20 per cent. of 
aluminum with copper yields a brittle com- 
pound; an addition of 10 or 15 per cent. of cop- 
per gives to pure aluminum a great increase of 
hardness and tenacity, forming an alloy which 
may have a wide application. It may be added 
that the difficulties in the way of gathering to- 
gether the reduced aluminum without the aid 
of copper promise to be overcome at an early 
day, so that we may expect the cheap produc- 
tion of such alloys and of pure aluminum. 

The Messrs. Cowles in their later work have 
been aided by the chemical skill of Prof. C. F. 
Maberg, now of Cleveland, who is associated 
with them in some of their patents. These now 
cover not only the reduction of aluminum, sill 
con and boron, as above described, but the ex 
traction of manganese, nagnesium apd the 


alkaline metals by the eiectric furnace.

The Manufacture of Lodine. 
BY ROBERT GALLOWAY. 

The extraction of iodine and bromine by the 
Wollaston process—the one employed in kelp 
works—is, with the exception of the extraction 
of sugar from cane juice, the most wasteful I 
am acquainted with in chemical manufactures. 
By this process these two «lements are set free, 
as most of our readers will be aware, from the 
metals they are combined with, by adding sul- 
phuric acid and + anganese peroxide to the 
mother liquor which remains after the extrac- 
tion (of course as far as it is practicable) of 
potassic sulphate and chloride, and what are 
termed the kelp salts, which are a mixture of 
sodic sulphate, carbonate and chloride. 

Three members of the chlorine group of 
elements are present in the kelp liquor, viz., 
chlorine, bromine, and iodine, and there are 
all three set free on the addition of manganese 
peroxide and sulphuric acid, and when set free 
in the presence of each Other they combine to- 
gether and form volatile compounds, .The 
method is based on the fact that these three 
elements have different degrees of affinity for 
metals—chlorine having the strongest, and 
iodine the weakest aflinity—the latter is conse- 
quently first set free, but the other two are 
liberated to some extent during the distillation 
of the iodine, and in a paper I read on the sub- 
ject before the Royal Irish Academy some time 
ago, I stated that I considered the intiuence of 
mass must cause their liberation. especially 
when the quantity of iodine becomes, by vola- 
tilization, much decreased in quantity. 

When the distillation is finished, and the still 
head removed, the vapor which escapes from 
the still has always a violet color, and some 
iodine always remains in the liquid; for if the 
distillation were continued until all the iodine 
bad volatilized. there would be evolved along 
with it in the last stages one or both of the 
other non-metals in somewhat large propor- 
tions, and consequently there would be a loss 
instead of a gain. These are unavoidable losses 
by this process, but if the still man does not 
exercise vigilant attention, the liberation of 
the bromine or chlorine, or both, during the 
extraction of the iodine may occur, for in- 
stance, from the manganese oxide becoming 
unequally diffused in the liquid; they are also 
liberated it the temperature of the liquid be- 
comes too high. These are some of the imper- 
fections and difficulties of Wollaston’s pro- 
cess. 

The extraction of bromine follows the ex- 
traction of iodine, the same process being 
adopted, and similar precautions have to be 
observed. 

It is evident such a process is unsuitable for 
the extraction of valuable substances like 
iodine and bromine, and especially when they 
occurin such comparatively small quantities 


as these elements occur in kelp liquors; and it 
may also be observed that the liquid, which is 
a saturated solution of potash salts, from 
which they have been volatilized, has to be 
thrown away, on account of the difficulty of 
utilizing it, and it contains, along with the pot- 
ash gaits, all the sulphuric acid which has been 
exppioyed in the operation, 

The agent which I would employ for the ex- 
traction of both the iodine and bromine would 
be chlorine, adding just the exact quantity of 
it to set free both of these elements, one after 
the other of course; in this way there would be 
obtained. not only all the iodine and bromine, 
put also all the potash salte.—Bretish Druggist.

Business is fair. in most lines of dyestuffs, but 
there are no indications of a boom. Dealers 
aré skirmishing for the competing trade and 
prices are prevented in a measure from advanc- 
ing. This is particularly true of aniline colors, 
which are hammered down tothe lowest pos- 
sible point. Alizarine continues weak, cutch 
and gambier show more fimness, Virginia su- 
mac is held at higher prices on account of 
small crop, and extracts maintain their usual 
strong position. A German manufactory of 
extracts of dyewoods bas petitioned for ah in- 
crease of the import duty upon such extracts. 
The consuming trades state, in a counter peti- 
tion, that they cannot dispense with the French 
and Americanextracts. Various attempts have 
been made to find a substitute for alizarine, for 
the soaping process which is indispensable io 
order to obtain fine shades is sometimes incon- 
venient, and the pastes used for printing with 
alizarine are not as convenient to use as the 
pastes for printing other colors. Besides, they 
are more costly. Great hopes have been built 
in this respect upon azarine, a coloring matter 
recently intr: duced into the foreign markets, 
says a German paper. It is the bisulphite of a 
coloring matter which is an azo-derivative pre- 
pared by means of the joint action of didiazo 
dioxy sulpho benzide and beta-raphthol. The 
most original feature in this invention is the 
introduction of the sulphonic group, the pres- 
ence of which destroys the property of the 
other azo-colors of subliming easily. Aza- 
rine is easily fixed by means of acetate of 
alumina. It producesa fine effect, and is suf- 
ficiently permanent. It is probable that it will 
be principally used for producing fine light 
rose shades. It is probable that it can be dis- 
charged of stannous chloride. 

Bichrumate of potash is steady at 9%éc and 
soda at 8c. A moderate demand is reported. 

Prussiate of potash is unchanged at 2ic for 
American yellow and 2144@22c according to 
quantity for Scotch yellow. Prussiate of soda 
has a limited outlet at 18@184c for imported. 
The trade are directing more attention to the 
article. Recent trials with soda as a substitute 
for potash are said to have given satisfaction. 

Fustic and logwood extracts are firm owing 
to searcity. Other extracts are steady at pre- 
vious quotations and the demand 1s moder- 
ately active. 

Cochineal is only in jobbing request. The 
market is firm on all grades. There is said to 
be no prime gray blacks on spot and prices for 
the miscellaneous collection available are nom- 
inal, A short crop is reported fromthe Canary 
Islands. The demand in London is very re- 


stricted. 
Gambier maintains its strong position, but is 


without special feature. The demand is quiet. 
Buyers are making known their wants but are 
not inclined to give the present ruling price of 
5c for spot goods. The firm feeling was influ- 
enced bv the scarcity of supplies for immedi- 
ate delivery, while a good portiun of the stock 
to arrive has been taken out of first hands. We 
have sales of 100 tons on spot at 5@5i4c and 100 
tons to arrive in small lota at 5c. For goods 
on Chusca about due, 470c will buy; on David 
Brown, 45¢c; Elmstone, 455c; Patrician, 4 50c 
Lizzie H, 4 45c and for forward shipment, 4 3Uc 
is named. The firm position of the foreign 
markets for shipment has prevented business; 
Four hundred and forty bales sold at the Lon-

Star B has not 
appreciated in value owing to liberal receipts 
and is still offering at 54%@534c, according to 
quantity. The Meta Breakwoit has arrived in 
port with 11,000 packages, principally star B, 
but out of first hands, and the Erin Gem brings 
in 1500 bags diamond 8S M. The London market 
is in a very unsatisfactory condition. Business 
there, according to last accounts, was inactive 
and prices nominal. 

Chinese nutgalls are not attracting much at- 
tention. Turkey galls are in beeter demand 
abroad and many sellersin London are with- 
drawing their holdings from the market in an- 
ticipation of higher prices, as latest accounts 
confirm the reports of short crops. 

While myrabolans are slow of sale here, they 
seem to be one of the most active articles on 
the list in the London market, as sales of 5,000 
bags are reported at full figures. No cause is 
assigned for the activity. 

Sumac is turning in tavor of holders, especial- 
ly Virginia which is held at extreme figures at 
the south. The market is unsettled and it is 
doubtful if $5000 per ton would buy prime 

- pot goods. The asking price is $55 00, but there 
is little disposition to do business at the ad- 
‘wance. We haye saies of 600 bags on private 


terms, The alleged short crop is given as the 
cause. Prime Sicily sumac is still quoted at 


$85 09@92 00. according to brand. 

The indigo market is about steady. Most of 
the demand is for lower grades which are in 
limited supply. We give below Reinhold & 
Co.’s Calcutta circular of August 21: 

Already in our last circular letter of the first 
inst. we drew attention to the heavy rains in 
manufacturing districts and the poor yield of 
the plant. This state of the weather has con- 
tinued and made prospects worse, especially in 
the northwest provinces and also for the out- 
look of the Khoontee cropin Behar. Lower 
Bengal will soon finish and is expected to make 
about the same as last year, Terhoot 
chuprah and Chumparun wili soon finish 
their firat cutting, but In some parts there has 
been excessive rains and large tracts of coun- 
try under water, by which manufacture is de- 
layed, the yield from plant diminished, and 
above all, the prospects for second cuttings 
much injured. 

N. W. Provinces and Benares districts have 
suffered from extensive floods, and expect to 
Make about two-thirds of last year.
